After five 
months the management still finds 
it necessary to advertise on 
the placards and billboards ‘not a 
moving picture.’ Although the com- 
pany has proven itself competent 
from the start, improvins weekly 
and bringing to Trenton established 
successes of the past several sea- 
sons, both commercial and artistic, 
grosses have seldom managed to 
meet the weekly nut.

When a director tells a girl to 
look blah and she can’t, because 
her’s is a face with an habitual in- 
tellectual expression, it is almost 
time to call a halt. That is the con- 
clusion which Elissa Landi has 
reached after four and a half years 
in Hollywood. 

Directors have nagged, ‘Don't in- 
tellectualize this scene. Don't look 
so intelligent.’ Well, she guesses 
there are about a thousand or so 
girls in the studios who could play 
it with a dumb look without any 
trouble. Why do they—the studio 
execs—have to cast her in a role, 
knowing full well she can’t help 
showing that she has an intellect, 
and then proceed to order her to 
look blah? That's what Miss Landi 
has been asking herself. 

There has always been studio 
politics to combat, declares Miss 
Landi. For some reason somebody 
else, most often a perfect ninny, had 
to be cast in a role she, Elissa 
Landi, should have had. Well, she 
went on tolerating poorer and poor- 
er roles. Then she severed connec- 
tion with a studio that had her ser- 
vices leased for three years. 

Recently she signed with another 
studio. She made one picture there. 
Then, despite the insistent desire to 
buy story bargains, they did manage 
to pick up a fairly good imitation 
pearl of a story, explains Miss 
Landi. The story had to do with a 
schoolteacher. Anyhow, if she made 
it she could don a fairly intelligent 
expression. But before she could do 
the schoolteacher, she would have 
to make another blah picture; por- 
tray a hard-boiled, gum-chewing 
stenographer—and that—that was 
the end. 

Gum-chewing stenos and women 
who think it’s terribly important to 
be immoral are two types Miss 
Landi does not care to portray. Nor 
will she. 

Speaks For Herself 


I do not feel I'm a genius mis- 
judged,’ frankly states Miss Landi, 
‘but I do feel I have been badly 
treated—made to do stupid roles 
when stupid girls were put in roles 
I shovld have had. When girls like 
Helen Hayes, Katharine Hepburn 
or Miriara Hopkins, good actresses, 
all, do roles I should have liked to 
have done, I'm happy for them, 
‘But when a nobody does a role I 
know I could have given so much 
more to, I’m hurt. And I’ve been 
hurt. The only four good roles I’ve 
had have been in ‘Warrior’s Hus- 
band’, ‘Candlelight’, ‘Sign of the 
Cross’ and ‘Yellow Ticket’. 
‘They say I can’t get along with 
any company? That’s absolutely not 
true. I’ve worked for four com- 
panies here. Two have been un- 
fair, stupid, I thought. I had no 
trouble with the other two. 
‘You can’t get a spring model in 
Paris for a second rate price. Well, 
it’s like that with stories. I know. 
I write myself. Nor am I the type 
of star who has to be stereotyped. 
I can do comedy commendably well, 
I believe. I can play a quiet, sweet 
girl, like I did in ‘The Sign of the 
Cross’ or a role like Agnes in ‘David 
Copperfield’, which I would sincerely 
like to do. Or tempestuous foreign 
women, actresses mostly. 

Costume Roles 
‘Quite modestly, I believe I can 
do costume roles better than almost 
anyone in Hollywood. I mean the 
kind of thing that entails knowledge 
of a kind that you Go not learn out 
of books; a knowledge that had its 
incipiency in your cradle days. For

Bill Submitted to 
Abolish Censorship 
In New York State 


Albany, March 12, 


Simultaneously with the introduc- 
tion of a bill in the legislature to 
abolish motion picture censorship in 
New York state, the National Coun- 
cil on Freedom from Censorship, a 
unit of the Civil Liberties Union, 
urged passage of the measure, de- 
claring the present system of cen- 
sorship is capricious and superficial. 
Bill was introduced by Republican 
Assemblyman Herbert Brownell, Jr.,

Besides abolish- 
ing censorship the measure proposes 
that the state ‘retain the tax on 
films and increase the revenue of 
the state from su_h taxes.’ 

The bill, introduced Wednesday 
(7), would retain the tax of $3 per 
1,000 feet on an original film, but 
cut it from $2 to $1.50 on duplicates. 
Council asserted that censorship 
has been so discredited throughout 
the country, that it has not been 
extended since 1922. The council 
further said the ‘responsibility of 
planning and supervising children’s 
entertainment should rest not on 
censors, but on parents and teach- 
ears.’ It pointed out that Bishop 
Francis J. McConnell, of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, is quoted 
as saying: 

‘The trouble I have with the idea 
of censorship is that formal censor- 
ship puts the seal of official ap- 
proval on what is Yeft after the cen- 
sor has done his work. To say of 
a bad play that it is passed by the 
board of cc ors after deletions, 
puts sanction on what remains.

Par Bondholders Going to Albany: 
Appeal May Be Filed This Week 





- Bondholder effort to fix blame 
upon Paramount officials, directors, 


bankers and others, in connection 
with alleged fraudulent transfer of 
assets prior to bankruptcy, is go- 
ing to the State Court of Appeals 
at Albany following refusal of the 
Appellate Division, N. Y., to grant 
relief to Robert S. Levy, ‘on behalf 
of himself and all other persons 
similarly situated.’ 

The action seeks to hold officers, 
directors and others as responsible 
for various acts held to be detri- 
mental to Paramount bondholders 
and asks that the Chase National 
Bank, as trustee under the bond is- 
gues, be removed with that function 
to be performed by the courts. Suit 
further asks that the claimed losses 
caused by allegedly wrongful acts 
of the trustee (Chase National) be 
ascertained and brought into court 
and that the trustee be restrained 
from making any further actior 
with respect to the trust indenture 
or the bonds, or the organization 
of a bondholders protective com- 
mittee. 

Other relief sought includes that 
the Paramount directors be held to 
account for their charged miscon- 
duct or neglect and to make resti- 
tution for losses; that the agree- 
ment betweer Par Film Production 
Corp., and the bank group be de- 
clared void; that the Columbia 
Broadcasting Co., restore to Par its 
Columbia stock, or account for its 
value, and that the court accelerate 
the bonds and declare them an un- 
paid past due indebtedness of Par. 

Samuel Zirn, attorney for Levy, 
the bondholder seeking this relief, 
will file an appeal with the State 
Court of Appeals within a week, he 
says. A decision there, in the high- 
est court in the State, is expected 
within two months thereafter.

It has been indicated that Para- 
mount trustees, in their coming re- 
port will show that Publix theatres 


have made marked progress in the 
past three months toward ultimate 
reorganization. Income has im- 
proved and it is further reported 
that the Paramount Theatre Serv- 
ice Corporation is now self-sus- 
taining. 

This would mean that Publix the- 
atres have ceased to receive money 
advances from the production and 
distribution branches. PTSC under 
Ralph Kohn, president, in the five 
months of its organization, is said 
to have a substantial fund in the 
treasury. This Par subsidiary was 
formed to handle Par’s home office 
theatre work, mostly of a super- 
visory nature, but in essence Par’s 
home office theatre department. 
Sam Dembow is vice-president in 
charge of operation and Frank 
Freeman is in charge of real estate. 

Through Kohn the PTSC has 
made agreements with various Pub- 
lix partners and field operators 
whereby Publix theatre groups pay 
a weekly fee to PTSC for services 
rendered. In this way Publix the- 
atres are operating under a system 
that combines what the theatre 
heads consider the better features 
of the old centralized form of the- 
atre operation with the new and de- 
centralized form. 

It is figured that before long the 
insurance and tax departments of 
Publix theatres will also be made 
self-sustaining. Under such a 
scheme, wherein every department 
will take care of itself financially, 
Paramount hopes to achieve com- 
plete reorganization. 

It is stated officially that so far 
there is no definite plan for financial 
reorganization which can be said to 
be ready for submission to credit- 
ors, trustees or others. But that 
extensive progress has been made 
is felt within the organization.

The picture business still main- 
tains that it is going to clean its 
own house. Goaded by an admit- 
tedly alarming increase in the cen- 
sorious attitude across the country 
because of what are described. as 
stubborn disciples within its own 
ranks, a movement .-is_ being 
launched to erect a figurative whip- 
ping post and to make an example 
of any persistent defier of the Hays 
production code. Presumed means 
is that a picture will be selected on 
which to bear down and ban from 
release. 

Hollywood moralists already have 
the assurances of the east that its 
strong arm can be counted upon. 
Instead of bending, the western 
monitors are being instructed to get 
tougher, if anything. 

Secrecy guards the campaign. 
Will Hays is returning from Florida 
this week, and around New York 
his threat of several months ago to 
go to the public if he couldn’t se- 
cure elimination of the wrongs 
within the business is being re- 
called. The Hays Office is main- 
taining confidence in the outcome 
but keeping a formal silence as to 
its part in manipulating the broom. 

Proclamation 

In the language of one of the 
prime movers to wash out code vio- 
lations, the proclamation to Holiy- 
wood is about as follows: 

‘It behooves all producers to ob- 
serve thei. moral code and it might 
be well for a few of them, now 
manifesting an inclination to take 
short cuts, to mend their ways. 
That’s because the industry is go- 
ing to crack down on any offending 
members. The industry will de- 
velop a means to put bad boys in 
their places.’ 

There are no statistics available 
in the east as to how many of- 
fenses producers have committed 
since the Blue Eagle pennant un- 
furled over Hollywood. A change in 
the times is also noted. Industry 
‘leaders who use to attribute to blue 
nose radicals former attacks on the 
business now observe: ‘There is 
more talk among responsible people 
about films and books than there 
used to be.’ 

The attitude of the film leaders 
now is ‘not to fight with religious 
organizations but, in part, to assure 
these bodies that some things about 
a few pictures can, and will be, 
made better. With the film business 
set to wield its own whip officials 
feel they can more than prove to

{inclined to regard the costliness of 
star chambering as prohibitive to 
ang profit.

Aside from their own time and 
that of picture executives who have 
already been called, and who may 
be recalled if the case is continued 
in secrecy, the arbitrators so far 
have drawn $195,000. This repre- 
sents their attendance at 65 meet- 
ings over a period of the first four 
years of the arbitration.

However, the market as a whole 
drifted downwards with the only 
real rally coming Thursday (8).

A little short 
covering late Saturday managed to 
steady the market just before it 
closed. 

Industriai average was up a lit- 
tle at Saturday's close, and it seems 
rather evident that 98-100 level may 
be tested before any big climb will 
be attempted.

Particular problem of these dis- 
tribs, who are Columbia, RKO, Uni- 
versal and Fox, is B&K, which has 
been giving 75% of its playing 
time to three companies, Warners, 
Metro-Goldwyn and Paramount. 
The distribs on the outside have 
been trying to get B&K into an 
agreement to allot its playing 
time among the seven companies 
instead of concentrating. This not 
proving successful, the distribs have 
contacted exhibs for the purpose of 
getting a general return to twin- 
bills locally. 

The big argument of these dis- 
tribs at present is the publication of 
the April release schedule for Chi-

Music Hall's Capacity Is So Big, 
Must Have Holiday in 2d Wk. to H.0. 


The Music Hall does not contem< 
plate that hold-over of pictures 
there will be anything but rare, 
Principal reason is that even a 
strong picture, with a good first 
week gross of $100,000 or over, has 
to get unusual breaks to hold up 
safely on a second stretch of seven 
days. Unless a holiday figures in 
the hold-over week, house is exceed< 
ingly cautious because of its capace 
ity, which eats up so many people 
so fast. Theatre seats 5,945. 


In order to gross $100,000 the 
Music Hall has to play to 165,000 
people. This number removed from 
prospective customers explains why 
a second week is invariably doubte 
ful, except where the hdld-over ses« 
sion includes a holiday. 


Check-up reveals that the few 
hold-overs the big house has had 
have fallen on holidays and had the 
benefit of advanced (Saturday- 
Sunday) scales. 

Only four pictures have held at 
the Hall, ‘Cavalcade,’ ‘Nana,’ ‘Fly« 
ing Down to Rio’ and ‘Little 
Women,’ last mentioned for three 
weeks, the others two. 

‘Little Women’ fell into Thankse 
giving its third week; ‘Nana’ had 
the benefit of Lincoln's Birthday 
holiday; second week of ‘Cavalcade’ 
had Easter, and ‘Flying Down to 
Rio’ had both Christmas and New 
Year's. Each of these pictures 
scored over $100,000 on their first 
weeks. This was aiso true of 
‘Henry VII,’ but without a holiday 
due the following week it was not 
retained. 


Much Anxiety Over 
Delayed Verdict on 
Allowances for Par 


Much anxiety being manifested. 
over the delay of a decision from 
U. 8. District Court Justice Woolsey 
on application of the Paramount ree 
ceivers, attorneys and others for ale 
lowances covering the term of the 
equity receivership. This preceded 
the adjudication in bankruptcy by 
about two months. 

After much wrangling as to how 
much was to be allowed the receive 
ers, the fight was aired before Juge 
tice Woolsey about a month agé 
with bondholders and other credite 
ors resisting an allowance of $205,< 
000. This amount was recommended 
by Referee Henry K. Davis who 
chopped the original application for 
$295,000 to this figure. 

Bondholders and others felt the 
$205,000 excessive and so argued bee 
fore Justice Woolsey some time 
back. Meanwhile Root, Clark, 
Buckner & Ballantyne, attorneys 
for the Par receivership and banke 
ruptcy, asked that certain recome 
mendations of the referee be set 
aside, including that Charles D, 
Hilles should receive more than 
Adolph Zukor as a receiver. Root, 
Clark firm also want the $125,000 
originally asked for instead of the 
$100,000 to which reduced. 

Attorneys believe Justice Woole 
sey may be preparing a long opine 
ion in view of the many points of 
law raised on the receiver applicae 
tion. His decision is eagerly awaite 
ed for that reason, plus that some 
of the receivership attorneys would 
like to get some of the fees due 
them for work performed in Jan- 
uary and February of last year.

Score NRA Problems Due for 
Thrashing Out This Week; Exhibs 
Agitation Against Free Air Shows 


‘The NRA this week is both ref- 
eree and battle ground for a batch 
of picture frays. It extends from 
a tri-cornered fight between Allied 
Exhibitors, the MPTOA, and the 
Hays Organization to an ultimatum, 
reported to have been privately 
made, that unless free radio shows 
are out, or minimized, exhibitors 
will actively go to bat in the matter 


As the Code Authority went into 
session back in New York yester- 
day afternoon (Monday), Ed Kuy- 
kendall was countering ouster yells 
with the contention that his Allied 
brethren were not in sympathy with 
the NRA and should themselves 
quit responsible jobs under the 
eagle. 

Other reports in official places 
were that some of the majors cred- 
ited with threatening court action 
over Divisional Administrator Ros- 
enblatt’s ruling on the 10% can- 
cellation clause, are thinking bet- 
ter of it; that there'll probably be 
some more conversation on the sub- 
ject, but that in the end it looked 
like the NRA will win and con- 
tracts in this respect will be made 
retroactive. The millions the com- 
panies figure would be checked off 
to losses if this ruling prevails are 
reported to have been partly dissi- 
pated by the realization that most 
of the contracts originally possessed 
a 74%% elimination clause induced 
by the defunct 5-5-5 board of pre- 
NRA days. 

On Giveaways 

Officials repert that the major 
circuits have come to an under- 
standing as to the handling of give- 
aways, a problem which at first 
seemed hopelessly muddled. Any- 
thing that is given away as a prize 
is now viewed by the majors as 

rohibited in the code. But if every 
one who buys a ticket is given a 
gift, and no skill of the patron is 
involved, then, according to circuit 
conferees, this method of premium- 
ism is authorized temporarily. If, 
after the grievance boards com- 
mence to function, 75% of a terri- 
tory is opposed to giveaways then 
it all becomes an NRA violation in 
that territory. This last is the 
code’s own provision. 

Fact that Rosenblatt is tardy 
with his Hollywood report, upon 
which hinge several clauses in the 
code suspended pending these 
findings, is not concerning major 
interests. These men believe Wash- 
ington expects from the adminis- 
trator a plan which will work rath- 
er than merely a lot of figures about 
the coast. 

Further analyzing of codes is not 
helping the general situation. Even 
code specialists in major circles 
snicker at the interpretation, com- 
ing from Haysites, which credits 
most of the code as leaning toward 
the independent. These spokesmen, 
however, do declare that under the 
NRA the i die does get a better 
break than before. 


Radio’s Free Shows 


One nov. which the radio free 
shows inquest got on the private 
record is tkat broadcasting helps 
film players in the rural districts. 
In some parts of the south, one of 
the committees reported, broad- 
casts by screen names have added 
another 50% to the boxoffice for 
their pictures. 

If radio agrees to confine its ay- 
diences to ordinary sized studios. 
and doesn’t continue conscripting 
halls and theatres in the big cities 
picture committeemen will be sat- 
isfied. 

If not the usual picture box- 
office threats follow. Graded, they 
are: 

That the theatre owner may g0 
to the radio advertiser and offer his 
theatre at so much per day or week 
and let him put on his own show. 

Refuse to book pictures contain- 
ing stars who appear on free air 
shows. 

No details on either theory are 
given. Proponents merely say they 
will organize the exhibitors against 


radio if necessary and proffer the 
above mentioned ideas as to how 
the campaigr will be carried out. 
Meantime, however, the _ radio- 
legit-film problem is among the 
matters which came back from 
Washington last week ‘!abeled ‘To 


be continued.’ 





Rosy Has Another Month 
On Salaries-Star Raiding 


Washington, March 12. 


Divisional Administrator Sol Ro- 
senblatt was given another month 
to file his report on Hollywood 
salary and star raiding problems by 
Recovery Administrator Hugh S. 
Johnson last week. 

New deadline for recommenda- 
tions or suspended provisions of 
code is April 7. 


WAGE PROVISIONS FOR: 
EXTRAS CLARIFIED 


Washington, March 12. 


Interpretations clarifying wage 
provisions of film extra players in 
picture code were approved last 
week by NRA and went into opera- 
tion Saturday (10). The rulings 
straighten out tangles on who shall 
receive how much pay. 


Recommended by extra players’ 
committee, headed by Mrs. Mabel 
Kinney, interpretations specify vari- 
ous types who come under $25, $15, 
$10, and $7.50 daily wage scales and 
define more specifically a speaking 
part for which actor is supposed 
to receive top price. 

Any extra player, ‘irrespective of 
grade, who speaks atmospheric 
words, commonly known as ‘om- 
nies,’ is entitled to the hasic figure 
set for that particular call,’ in- 
terpretation provides. ‘Anyone who 
is selected for an individual line, or 
lines, should not receive less’ than 
$25 a day.’ 

Requirements for $15 a day extras 
are that women shall provide eve- 
ning gowns, including’ suitable 
wraps or furs, dinner gowns, formal 
afternoon attire, or suitable street 
clothes of all types, and men must 
have complete full dress, tuxedo, 
cutaway, boulevard, or riding habit 
with all accessories. All clothes, 
ruling states, must be from an ‘ac- 
ceptable modern’ wardrobe. 

$10 Player’s Wardrobe 

The $10 extras may be required to 
furnish wardrobes of same general 
kind ‘strictly up to date’ to play 
spinsters, small town teachers, po- 
lice matrons, landladies, hag beg- 
gars, waitresses, social types; min- 
isters, small town judges, detectives, 
gangsters, Roman guards, eccentric 
characters, butlers, social types. 

The $7.50 scale covers persons 
wearing own ordinary street clothes, 
sport suits, bathing suits, coats, 
with men having flannels and evye- 
ning clothes. Costumes will be fur- 
nished for special types and period 








sets, maids, nurses, peasants, sol- 
diers, sailors, policemen and _ fire- 
men. 


Miscellaneous people are included 
under the $5 scale, interpretation 
providing that if a fitting is re- 
quired, players shall be fitted on 
the same day they work.

With return of Elliott to the east 
it is known that the IA head will 
battle to reestablish the lab work- 
ers, projectionists and prop men 
under the basic studio agreement. 

Elliott, according to the admis- 
sion of an 1A representative here, 
will shelve reopening of the juris- 
dictional dispute with the two other 
unions over studio electricians, car- 
penters and sound men during the 
basic agreement negotiations, 
awaiting decision of the American 
Federation of Labor on the juris- 
diction of the men formerly held by 
the IA in Local 37. 

Because of the unsettled condt- 
tions of the cameramen’s union, In- 
ternational Photographers Local 
659, IATSE, and slowness of re- 
organization of that local, Elliott 
will not ask for inclusion of that 
group in the basic agreement. 


Chi Exhibitors Fret 
As Dailies Ask for 
Ad Line Rate Boost 


Chicago, March 12. 


Exhibitors’ here are starting to 
rise against the threatened boost 
ef advertising rates in the dailies. 
Follows the hefting of the charge 
by the Chicago Daily News, evening 
paper, from 70e¢ te 75c a line for the 
loop houses and 65c to 70c a Iine 
for the neighborhoods. This brings 
the News’ rate up to the mark es- 
tablished by the Chicago American, 
rival evening sheet. 

Exhibitors generally state that 
they will meet any further advance 
in line rates by reducing their space 
in the dailies to keep the costs on 
its present plane. Exhibitors are 
particularly wary of the Chicago 
Tribune, morning paper, which for 
two months has been occasionally 
evidencing a desire to boost its rate 
at least 5c above its present setup 
of 90c a line. 











Indies Refuse Service on 


Minn. Grievance Board

CANADIAN WITNESSES 
ASK FOR OWN NRA 


Ottawa, March 12. 

Witnesses appearing before the 
Parliamentary Inquiry into business 
conditions, mass buying and 
monopolistic control in the Domin- 
ion have been urging the Federal 
Government to institute a code sys- 
tem in Canada similar to the NRA 
in the U. 8. 

Probe, which is being sponsored 
by Hon. H. H. Stevens, Federal 
Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
brought out specific film charges as 
to independent exhibitors. Stevens 
promised that the little fellows will 
get a break but, as yet, the investi- 
gation is in the listening stage.

3,000 Film Employers Have Not 
Signed Code; C. A. Resumes Meetings 





As the Code Authority went into 
session yesterday afternoon (Mon- 
day) it was revealed that some 3,000 
picture employers, mainly exhibi- 
tors, have not signed the code and 
are out in the cold because afi 
chances for signatures ended Satur- 
day (10). The approximate 9,500 
who have adopted the Blue Eagle 
represent close to 95% of all the 
competitive situations in the U. 8. 

At the same time indications were 
that by April 1 at least 28 of the 
31 film territories throughout the 
country will have their field ma- 
chinery in operation. Figured that 
another two weeks will be required 
to get the committees installed in 
offices, instructed, and armed with 
secretaries. 

The Code Authority had not 
ironed out zoning and grievance set- 
ups for New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia and Washington, D. C., yes- 
terday, but it was reported Division 
Administrator Rosenblatt has virtu- 
ally completed his roster of govern- 
ment observers for the majority of 
the boards. 

Main work which shaped up for 
the Monday session was finance. 
The committee, according to offi- 
cials, had several plans to submit 
all of which have previously been 
enumerated. 

While the Divisional Administra- 
tor remained silent on reports dur- 
ing the past month that the code 





will reopen, code officials expressed 
the belief that there is little chance 
of any such movement by the NRA 
until the field machinery has been 
thoroughly tested. Such spokesmen 
opined that at the earliest it will be 
August or September before the 
government will be ready to review 
the film code as a whole. 

It was pointed out that no meet- 
ing or general session must be 
called to effect changes in the code; 
that Washington reserves the right 
to insert or revise clauses as it 
pleases as well as to make physical 
changes in the code authority and 
the fleld boards. 

At the close of a five-hour gses- 
sion yesterday (Monday) it was of- 
ficiatly announced that the NRA 
through the Film Code Authority 
is stepping into the operators’ war 
in New York. Establishing a uni- 
form scale and settling the -con- 
troversy between Local 306 and 
Empire will be the job of a special 
committee designated by Divisional 
Administrator Rosenblatt. 

Field boards are now virtually 
set in all territories except Min- 
neapolis and New York, it was also 
reported. Method of assessing the 
industry has yet to be settled, al- 
though it was reported exhibitors, 
from their end, will be taxed ac- 
cording to run and driw. Mattcr 
otherwise has been put over to th:

Picture Codisis Return From 
Capital Further Puzzled by 
Board—Committee Additions 


+ 


Codists returning from the recent 
Washington conclave of code au- 
thorities are admittedly further 
perplexed. There are boards and 
committees for any and all occa- 
sions. So many of them, Washing- 
ton contacts of filmdom reveal, that 
they seem to overlap in various in- 
stances or to nullify the work of 
each other. 

Genealogic diagrams of the NRA 
have been issued by the government 
as guides. 

While in the capital again the 
film codists learned for themselves 
several things about the NRA. The 
first is that the National Advisory 
Committee has the right to clarify 
and pass upon the work of its di- 
visional administrators. That is to 
say, if Sol Rosenbtatt makes a rul- 
ing which doesn't violate the law, 
picture codists are certain that this 
board, and consequently the NRA, 
will stand in back of him, If, how- 
ever, his ruling should be a viola- 
tion then the committee will cali it 
to his attention. 

Concerning Rosenblatt’s power 
the codists learned that NRA com- 
plainers are wasting postage in ad- 
dressing President Roosevelt or 
General Johnson. Rosenblatt gets 
all the letters and nothing is gained 
by going over his head. 

The new national board instituted 
to protect minority interests, of 
which Clarence Darrow is an ap- 
pointee, has also aroused the curi- 
osity of some men on the picture 
roster. While they admit they don’t 
know enough about its functions to 
comment at any length, they ex- 
press the belief that riled factions 
who feel the Code Authority isn’t 
giving them a break could likely in- 
voke the aid of Darrow. 


State Regional Boards 


Added to the confusion already 
caused by the dGetailed duties of 
compliance boards is the Govern- 
ment’s creation of another set of 
state regional boards. These, while 
understood by picture people to be 
strictly for industries without griev- 
ance boards of their own, are never- 
theless, regarded in film code circles 
as possessing significance. [If, for 
instance, the film grievance boards, 
still to be launched, are not suc- 
cessfully effective the Government 
is in a position where it can handle 
film complaints through its own 
field media. In its latest pronounce- 
ment designed to explain procedure 
for adjustment of complaints by 
state directors and code authorities, 
the Government has a couple of 
pages devoted to definitions. The 
content of these pages is still to be 
thoroughly digested by the picture 
experts. 

Skilled labor disputes, at least for 
pictures, end in arbitration with the 
classification .of labor up to the 
Code Authority in the estimation of 
film men. There have, however, 
been some differences of opinion on 
this point with several of the com- 
pliance boards, according to picture 
men, endeavoring to do the inter- 
preting in some cases which have 
been brought before them. 

On the matter of fair trade prac- 
tises the Government's genealogic 
diagram shows that the channel a 
complaint can travel is almost un- 
limited. After starting in the griev- 
ance board, according to the illus- 
tration, and moving through the 
Code Authority and so up to the 
Divisional Administrator, it can 
further soar to the National Com- 
pliance Director and the National 
Compliance Board. After that it 
reaches General Johnson, with the

Germany Drops 87: 
U. S. Picks Up 57 
Of Hungarian Biz 


Budapest, March 3. 


Two hundred and sixty feature 
films were imported to Hungary in 
1933, of which 140 were American 
and 104 German. American imports 
in this category increased by 34 as 
compared to the previous year, 
whereas the German imports de- 
creased by eight pictures. Percent- 
age works out beautifully, as Amer- 
ican imports increased by 5% and 
that of other countries by 2% to 
make up for Germany's 7% de- 
crease. 

Explanation for this lies, of 
course, in German political situa- 
tion. Considering that 38% of 
Hungary’s population speaks Ger- 
man in addition to the Hungarian 
mother tongue, and that less than 
2% speaks English, the importance 
of the 7% decrease in German im- 
ports is significant. 

Dollar drop has also something to 
do with the situation, since import- 
ers now buy American films cheaper 
than they did a year ago. 

Imports of newsreels, burlesques, 





increased from 308 in 1932 to 329 in 
1933. Most of these were supplied 
by local branches of American pro- 
ducers and by Ufa. 

Hungarian censor board figures 
for 1933 show that 835 sound and 91 
silent pictures were examined dur- 
ing the year. Figure is inclusive of 
short subjects. Oniy 69§ sound and 
80 silent pictures were uncondi- 
tionally passed, however, and 72 
sounds and two silents were given 
permission for showing to adults 
over 16. 

Forty-seven sound and one silent 
film were banned. That means a 
censor’s vote on 7.5% of sound pic- 
tures for the year. 

Censor’s permit is also necessary 
in this country for films to be ex- 
ported; 18 sound and eight silent 
pictures obtained such permits in 
the course of the year.

Germany Promulgates New Film 
Censor Laws; Tougher 


Than Ever 


Berlin, March 3. 
Announcements made by Dr. 
Goebbels in his big film speech @ 
few days ago have been promptly 
followed by an elaborate bill which 
augments the economic measures 


introduced during the past year by 
others which are to secure the Ger- 
man film as an instrument of propa- 
ganda in the hands of the state. In 
the official comment on the new film 
bill which was promulgated on Feb. 
15 and came into force on March 1 
it is pointed out that ‘the new state 
bears the responsibility of positive 
cooperation towards the creation of 
the German film. The state can only 
do this task justice if it devotes its 
attention to the entire process of 
filmic production.’ 

Censorship regulations remain 
unchanged, only that German films 
must have the dramaturg's certifi- 
cate to be admitted to this test. 

Films banned for Germany can 
be okayed for release in foreign 
countries. Exempt from this rul- 
ing are such films as have been 
banned for endangering vital inter- 
ests of the state or public order and 
security, or for violating national, 
socialist, religious, moral or artistic 
feelings, or for imperiling Ger- 
many’s reputation or the relations 
of Germany to other countries. 

Board of censors also passes judg- 
ment with regard to the quality of 
the films, grading them, state-polit- 
ically valuable, artistic, educational, 
culturally valuable or specially val- 
uable. 

Reverse Appeal 

Propaganda minister can order a 
film passed by the board of censors 
to be examined once more by the 
‘Oberpruefstelle’ and prohibit the 
release until this appeal has been 
decided. 

For publicity purposes only the 
title okayed by the censor is admit- 
ted and a mention of a previous 
banning is not permitted. Prine 
ciples laid down for films apply like- 
wise to all publicity therewith con- 
nected.

Rather than a picture with Kath- 
arine Hepburn, this is Hepburn with 
a picture built around her and the 
part she plays, that of a backwoods 
mountain girl of the south. Except 
as a fine character study of such a 
girl, adroitly drawn by Miss Hep- 
burn, the veins of the story carry thin 
milk rather than heavy corpuscles. 
But discounting what it offers other 
than the work of its star, ‘Spitfire’ 
is still uncommonly good entertain- 
ment. 

With Miss Hepburn in the eye 
of the camera almost constantly, it’s 


her picture all the way through. She 
tackles the assignment with fine 
confidence and emerges from it vic- 
torious. For the new star it’s a 
new kind of role. 

The Lulu Vollmer play of secluded 
mountain Iife was a piece called 
‘Trigger.’ This is the name of the 
girl around whem the story is built, 
but for box office purposes the 
change was made to ‘Spitfire.’ 
Seemingly a good substitute. 

In. order to play the mountaineer 
girl of Miss Vollmer’s play, a tough, 
young uncivilized drudge whose lack 
of distinction between right and 
wrong is contrasted with a quaint 
predilection for prayer because it 
seems to help, Miss Hepburn has to 
watch herself carefully. She not 
only has to look the part of the 
hotly-tempered young mountain 
woman but match a difficult ac- 
cent with it throughout. In_ both 
respects the performance is almost 
without flaw. 

Considerable attention is devoted 
to the interest of the girl in prayer 
and the legend that springs up 
around the country as to her pow- 
ers, as much for evil as for good if 
latter is to be conceded by the hill- 
billy folk who eventually come to 
lynch her. This furnishes the only 
melodramatic content of the story, 
and builds from a sequence in which 
the girl helps herself to a neighbor’s 
baby. Her only thought is in giving 
it the care its parents are neglect- 
ing to bestow, but shortly after the 
child is returned to its native heath 
it dies, 

This arouses the mountaineers to 
lynching frenzy from which they are 
partly scared and partly spared by 
the intervention of one of Trigger’s 
engineer friends, Ralph . BeHamy, 
who, along with his dam-building 
partner, has become smitten by her. 

Development of the love interest 
follows an intriguing course, ending 
in what is accepted as the favor of 
Bellamy when Trigger, deciding to 
£0 away, promises to come back to 
her cabin in one year or perhaps 
@eooner than that. As she walks 
away, carrying a small bundle of 
belongings, the picture fades on the 
dust she kicks up from the moun- 
tain path. It has left Bellamy stand- 
ing at the door of her deserted cabin, 
admiring the girl for her primeval 
courage and determination as she 
disappears from him. The audience 
is left to consider for itself just how 
soon she will return. 

Robert Young, also an engineer, 
figures more prominently in the love 
interest up to about the middle when 
Trigger discovers he has a wife and 
quickly dismisses his suit. The wife 
fa little more than a walk-on for 
Martha Sleeper. 

A better part is handed Sara Ha- 
den, a simple backwoods miss who 
believes that five minutes of prayer 
by Trigger will land her the man 
she wants. Miss Haden does bril- 
MNantly with a minor but difficult as- 
signment. 

Louis Mason, Virginia Howell, 
Sidney Toler, Therese Wittler and 
others all have insignificant parts, 
but as types are important.

‘Six of a Kind’ is a two-ree)] alap- 
stick comedy extended with major 
production standards to an hour. 
On the way it is sometimes. very 
funny and also at moments anti- 
quated and old-fashioned in method 
and approach. It seems likely to do 
okay generally because of the laughs 
and to be an ideal balancer on 
double bills where the other film is 
longer or heavier, 

All the inate weaknesses of farce 
are illustrated in ‘Six of a Kind.’ 


Anything for a laugh, which is ac- 
cepted in a short becomes inter- 
mittently irksome in a_ feature. 
Especially is the vaudeville buf- 
foonery of Burns and Allen enervat- 
ing and irritating when they occupy 
the greater portion of the footage 
and their sole function is to be pests. 
They succeed so admirably in being 
pests that their departure five min- 
utes before the picture ends is a 
genuine relief. 

Picture is made almost without 
close-ups.

The second ‘Radio City Music 
Hall Revue,’ staged by Leon Leoni- 
doff and running exactly an hour, 
adequately takes care of the stage 
requirements this week.

PENN, PITTSBURGH 


Pittsburgh, March 9. 

Management had to call out the 
police to hold back crowds storm- 
ing b.o. for first show this morning. 
First time Penn has seen anything 
like it since boom days of 1929. The 
magnet’s Joe Penner and Penner 
alone. Picture, ‘Six of a Kind’ 
(Par), and remainder of show can 
be tossed in ash-can as far as busi- 
ness draft is concerned, for it’s the 
duck salesman who’s doing it and 
will continue to do it for remainder 
of week. 

In at $3,750, Penner should give 
this site its biggest week in couple 
of years and turn a neat profit for 
a house that certainly needs a profit 
for a change. Two years ago he 
was tops as a marquee name here. 
This has always been a spot in 
which he’s king. Now, with an in- 
ternational radio rep, with the kids 
allover the country promising to be 
go if they can stay up and listen 
to his Sunday night broadcasts, he’s 
nothing short of sensational. In 
other cities, the ether has made 
Penner overnight. In Pittsburgh, he 
didn’t have to be made because mob 
* this burg has always gone for 

m. 

They know what to expect. Still 
there are some tO whom he has been 
a stranger until recently. They're 
due for a pleasant surprise. For 
Penner differs from the average 
radio comic. He has always had a 
sock vaude and presentation routine 
and he knows how to sell it now 
better than ever before. Only thing 
that seemed to stop him previously 
from being a really great comic 
was a certain lack of confidence. 
He’s acquired that now and there's 
no telling how far he'll go. 

With Penner here is Jack Sidney’s 
flash act. Comedian works in one 
in middle of this, using the same 
two straight men he employs on the 
air. He's on 15 minutes, delivering 
time after time, and had to beg off. 
Everything he did was sure-fire and 
it’s been a long time since such a 
solid click has been registered here. 
They screamed and yelled, pounded 
their fists and when Penner pulled 
‘you nath’ty man’ and ‘Don’t ever 
do that’ response stopped him dead 
for what seemed to be minutes. 

With few exceptions, he’s wisely 
depending on old standbys, includ- 
ing the violin bit and the song 
about the pussy willow and the cat- 
nip. Despite their familiarity, they 
still seem new, for Penner has a 
peculiar knack for keeping them 
fresh and vital, as though he were 
doing the routine for the first time. 
He socks ’em again at the finish 
with a sketch and had to make a 
speech before they let him get away. 
A cleanup all the way through— 
that’s ‘the only way to put it. 

Sidney opens show in front of 
drop that looks like a huge trunk 
across which is painted, ‘Jack Sid- 
ney’s Sample Case of Comedy and 
Melody.’ Brings on Birdie Dean 
for nice control dance, and three 
good-looking Stewart Sisters for 
some slick warbling that’s out of 
the usual trio groove. One gal’s a 
natural comedienne and helps. Wil- 


bur Hall follows for his trombone 
and hand-pump bits to excellent re- 


sults. That gives things a fiying 
start and then Sidney introduces 
Penner. 

During his turn, orchestra leaves 
pit and show winds up in full stage 
cabaret scene. Let-down quite nat- 
ural following Penner, but remain- 
der of Sidney’s turn gathers mo- 
mentum as it goes along and whole 
thing isn't as anti-climatic as it 


might have been. Hali comes back 
for his hoke ‘Pop Goes the Weasel’ 
on the fiddle, old but still great 
audience stuff; diminutive Annette 
Ames crocks ‘em with some neat 
hoofing, finishing solid with a 
crackerjack Zasu Pitts imitation, 
and Hal Menken registers with a 
novelty stair dance in the Bill Rob- 
inson manner a la variations. In 
between, Sidney warbles a _ senti- 
mental ballad, but he should pick 
something more in keeping with 
show's otherwise snappy pace. In- 
cidentalty, he’s assembled a neat 
array of talent this season and act 


can stand up well anywhere. 
Cohen. 


FOX BROOKLYN 


In staging a show it’s the imag- 
inative tricks used that sway the 
balance either way in the test of a 
producer. Without these no show, 
unless equipped 100% with remark- 
able talent, ever hits above medi- 
ocrity. But, when a producer does 
not furnish a show even the funda- 
mental principles, then that produc- 
tion is in a class that, while hardly 
unique, is as low as an ocean bot- 
tom. 

So it goes this week at this house 
—at least, so low is the show here. 
And there should be no reason for 
it, for it is rich in talent in three of 
the four spot-booked acts. Its 
greatest deficit is in the staging and 
lighting. Almost equal to this 
handicap is the 24-girl line; a story 
in itself. 

Granting that all picture houses 
are living up to the $35 minimum 
wage for chorus girls, the Fox has 
no legitimate reason why it should 
have 24 rank amateurs attempting 
to dance for its patrons. These 
girls are pathetic, and it is not their 
director's fault. A genius could not 
r.ould them into a presentable en- 
semble. From their manner of 
working at the show caught, they 
are getting paid for rehearsing. 
And they even fake the rehearsing. 
Certainly waist-high kicks aren’t 
that tough. 

On the production end, it should 
not take great ability for a producer 
to realize that masking-in the band 
would look much better than allow- 
ing a bare stage on either side and 
rear of the stand. Also, if the pro- 
ducer is a producer and therefore 
necessarily a director, there is no 
apparent reason why Freddy Berrens 
should not turn on more of the per- 
sonality faucets. Surprising that 
this suggestion should have to be 
made Berrens, for, with his stage 
experience, he should know enough 
not to stand cross-armed and 
frozen-faced when the other acts 
are doing their stuff. Another thing 
the producer could be made to real- 
ize is that the routines of certain 
acts could be splitup two or three 
\.ays to give shows more body. 
Maybe he ought to go see a unit. 

A check on the band’s music when 
playing for the acts could also be 
made. The 19-piece aggregation 
does not seem to realize the im- 
portance of shaded music. And as 
for the lighting, that’s where a 
technical advisor is necessary. The 
way certain spots in the show 
looked from the loges, the cast 
might just as well have been work- 
ing behind the traveler. 

Tagged ‘The Madhatter Revue,’ 
the production contain such stand- 
ards as Frank Melino and Company, 
and Edward J. Lambert, The 
former turn is acrobatic comedy, 
while the latter is low hoke, and 
both are usually surefire. 

Melino, working with two men 
and a girl, got nice hands for the 
top-notch tumbling and dancing ef- 
forts, but not as big as the act de- 
serves. Lambert fared even better. 
but in his case it was a matter of 
the big shoes and derriere grabs on 
the tall brunette fitting in with the 
hokey production more fully than 
Malino’s’. turn, This house has 
something of a family trade, and, 
with this in view, Lambert «4 couple 
of times over-reached on the dirt. 

Ray Heatherton, announced as the 
former Ipana (radio commercial) 
troubador, is another spot-booked 
turn and also a clicker. He does 
about four numbers in front of a 
mike and all are done well. Also 
has appearance in his favor and, if 
he didn’t get a reception coming on, 
he certainly got one going away. 

Betty Keane, blonde hoofer, also 
shows up well in talent in the rou- 
tine early in the show. She did this 
against the handicap of having the 
line precede her as well as stand 
behind once she was into her dance. 
The one act in the show not on par 
with the rest of the turns is the 
Delmar Trio, mediocre adagioists. 
They come on for an enactment of 
‘Alice in Wonderland’ that does not 
look anything at all like ‘Alice in 
W onderland.’ 

For the finish there's a military 
routine by the line. The costumes 
look swell.

Vicki Joyce, throaty torch warb- 
ler, gets two vocalizations off her 
chest during the proceedings and 
also .announces a couple of the 
other acts. Unprogrammed, but re- 
vealing a snappy routine of acro- 
batic dancing, is Bobbe Joyce, who 
appears only in the finale, and 
stands out _promisiagly. ° 

Girl routines are a flower effect 
number for the opening ahd a semi- 
hula routine at the finale, to accom- 
paniment of Miss Joyce. warbling 
‘Little Grass Shack in Hawaii,’ and 
the other Miss Joyce's nifty. step- 
ping.

Chicago, March 9. 
As good as the vaude show is this 
week that’s how brutal the picture 


is. No matter how tight the pic- 
ture market is for subsequent runs 
in the loop there is still every rea- 
son that this house could have got- 
ten a better picture than ‘Song You 
Gave Me’ (Col). Comments were 
audible and sounded suspiciously 
like Bronx cheers throughout the 
running of this atrocity. Picture 
looks like 1911 on recording and 
direction. 

It’s all up to the vaude end this 
week, and flesh once more demon- 
strates that it can hold a public on 
its own despite the opposite drag 
of a weak flicker. Headed by the 
Watson Sisters, the show packed 
laughs and novelty in a zippingly 
paced performance. When caught 
at the final show on Friday night 
the audience responded eagerly to 
gags and business. - 

Watson Sisters are closing this 
show and with new material. Fanny 
is topping her past efforts with a 
burlesque fan dance. Their name 
is helping them at this house. To 
the customers the Watson Sisters 
are bright and big headliners. On 
this particular marquee their mon- 
iker means coin. 

Also in the presentation half of 
the show are Buddy, Hal and 
George in a short, but furious com- 
edy knockabout routine, A _ type 
of act that is surefire at present 
with every type of audience. It 
lacks finesse and restraint, but it’s 
what the public wants. Presenta- 
tion half of this lineup had every- 
thing, as is usually the case week 
in and week out. The line of girls, 
directed by the Niggemyers, can’t 
be beat for grace, style and appear- 
ance. Nothing corny about them 
and they add mightly to the build- 
ing of the . ~formance. Also the 
music as handled by Verne Buck 
must be credited as an integral and 
important assei in the running of 
the show. This band and the one 
at the Palace are s ‘endid examples 
of th est kind of vaude orches- 
tras. 


Opening the show were Ford 
Marshall and Jones, a fast step- 
ping colored ‘ioofing act that sent 


the performance away to a flying 
start. No pauses or waits in this 
turn. This act has played the best 
there is around here an¢ can fit 
into any show, anywhere. 

In the deuce there’s a hill-billy 
turn labelled as the Radio Haymak- 
ers, a six-person act that is right 
up the alley for this house. With 
a barn backdrop they’ twang 
guitars, push accordions and yodel 
away to everybody’s content. The 
radio tag looks simply by-the-way.

There’s a very lucky guy in New 
York named Wesley Eddy. He's the 
new m. c. at the Roxy, a tough spot 
to m. c. as several lads ‘an tell him 
who couldn't make a go of it. But 
Eddy, with the good fortune of hav- 
ing a very strong show back of him 


for his first try, mops up. He has 
plenty on the ball himself, but with 
that show to help he can't miss. 
Things begin moving brightly by 
a neatly staged line routine. Four 
Trojans pan into the dance. They're 
four neat-looking lads in college 
dress who go in for tumbling. Fast 
and okay. Girls then intro Eddy, 
who comes on in neat dinner clothes 
and with a smile. 

Just to leave no doubt about him- 
self, Eddy starts immediately to do 
his stuff. Band goes into a medley 
and he into a marathon of show- 
off. Sings, plays a piano, violin, 
banjo, mandolin and sings some 
more. He can sell songs, too, and 
had a tough time stopping and let- 
ting the show go on. 

Paul Sydell and Spotty, next, is a 
better than average dog act though 
on a bit too long. Mickey Conte fol- 
lows. He's a kid who looks like he's 
still in his teens and plays the ac- 
cordion. Very good, but also on for 
one song too many. 

About the best production number 
Roxy's has had follows. Starts with 
‘Carioco’ and merges easily into a 
tango. Eight boys are added to the 
24 girl line for this number, and 
Frances Stevens is out front, hug- 
ging: a mike, to keynote ‘the item. 
Miss Stevens has an interesting 
radie voice and.ought’to be able to 
go places when she learns how to 
enunciate a bit more clearly’ than 
she did Friday night. Whgever 
staged the dance routine of this 
number deserves a decided bow, al- 
though admittedly the costuming 
helps a lot. 

Jack Pepper and his quintet of 
stooges in this spot was smart rou- 
tining. He picks up the pleasantly 
drowsy atmosphere created by the 
tango and turns it swiftly into a 
hectic nightmare. Pepper means 
nothing much to the act. His 
stooges are good, though, and, inas- 
much as he assembled them and 
paces them; he might as well take 
the bows. “And does, every time he 
gets a chance. 

In case the lads out front have 
forgoiten ebout him, Eddy roes back 
into action at this point with a 
highly effective rendition of ‘St. 
Louis Blues.’ Leaves no doubt in 
anybody’s mind that he can sell a 
song along with the best of ’em. 

Girls and boys are back for a 
‘Poet and Peasant’ overture finish 
that turns out much Better than 
might be expected. It’s a straight 
tap routine and highly effective. It 
proves the old contention that hoops, 
feathers, stairs and all other ad- 
denda are so much hokum. Give 
the children cute costumes and let 
them dance or sing; that’s all that’s 
really needed. 

Makes exactly one hour of show, 
added to which are ‘Midnight’ (U) on 
the screen, newsreel, cartoon and a 
two-reel short for a two-hour and 
45 minute total. Kauf.

Better-than-average stage show 
for this house. That may be due to 
two comedians, Jack Haley and 
Benny Rubin, working individually 
and jointly for results.

They were stand- 
ing in the lobby at the conclusion 


o' the first performance on Fri- 
day, attributable to Novarro in 
person and on the screen in ‘Cat 
and the Fiddle’ (MG). Novarro 


teles the final position in the run- 
ring order of the show, singing two 
songs in Spanish, one Gilbert-and- 
Sullivan type of number, and com- 
ing back for a necessary encore 
with ‘Pagan Love Song.’ On per- 
sonality and performance Novarro 
is tops. The femmes cooed and 
f_utiered with anticipation and de- 
light, with Novarro giving them 
more than they asked for by evi- 
d-ncing a fine pair of pipes and 
a keen, humorous musical sense 
in his first three songs.

Big attraction is the vaude, of 
which at least three acts are stand- 
outs, two of them novel and first- 
class. Local dance ensemble, Twelve 
Canadian Rockets, niftily costumed 
with frequent changes, introduce 
and accompany the turns and are 
improving every week with tireless 
drilling by Gertrude Marshall and 
Carlton Winkler. Currently getting 
good hands. 

To a background giant radio set 
Rockets do a routine as tubes fin- 
ishing with an ensemble fall that 
got good applause. Brings on John 
and Edna Torrence, adagio dancers. 
who change into acrobatics. Showed 
some steps new to this city, for the 
first spot. It took and they went 
off to a nice hand. 

Deuce was the Three Emeralds, 
tumblers and comedy knockabouts 
who were above average, lookers, 
and put on a clever, smooth and 
quick-moving show. Eddie Sanborn 
orch helped in gaining a bunch of 

ibelly laughs, but the turn was so 
much a standout that the crowd 
wouldn’t let them go and they had 
a flock of calls. Best tumbling act 
seen here in years. 

Trey was Willie Eckstein, well 
known locally, who jazzed the clas- 
sics on the piano and played a num- 


| ber of popular tunes that had the 
fans humming. Eckstein is always 
a hit on any stage in Montreal and 
helped to increase the good humor 
of the audience. 

Again assisted by the Rockets in 
change of costume, the Torrences 
came back with adagio steps but 
different from first appearance. 
This time they had a better hand 
from the warmed-up crowd. 

Big act of the nite, Three Radio 
Rogues, is going to be the talk of 
the town. Virtually, the whole 
vaude show is built around this 
turn. Amos ‘n’ Andy, Rudy Vallee, 
Kate Smith and Bing Crosby were 
done so that it was easy to think 
they were on the stage in person. 
Patter and continuity clever enough 
to have the fans in a roar all thru 
the act.

Baltimore, March 9. 
Recently this house has been the 
fair-haired child of the Loew book- 
ers. Since the new year, hasn't been 
a week the rostrum wasn’t graced 
by a luminously repped tab or a 
sock vaude or picture name. Rea- 


son, logically, was that the Cen- 
tury was lagging in b.o. activity; 
and the 10-weeks’ succession of 
smash marquee illuminators pulled 
it right out of the doldrums, with 
the p.a. stint of Clark Gable hang- 
ing up an all-time attendance 
mark. 

That the flow of inductive names 
was a worthwhile experiment can 
be gleaned from the fact that con- 
siderable moribund interest’ in 
vaudeville was reawakened and host 
of new friends gained to boot. 

And now, this week, they've 
shipped in a five-act layout that 
doesn’t pack a solitary name capa- 
ble of swaying the gross, yet pre- 
sents a thorough 67 minutes of en- 
tertainment that has no let-down 
anywhere en route. Also, it’s simon- 
pure vaude throughout in make-up 
and expression. Consequently, house 
is put to a test, so to speak, and 
results are being closely glimmed 
to determine..what a standard, un- 
headlined layout can achieve when 
it represents just another vaude bill 
aligned with just another program- 
mer on screen. 

Opener, Duke McHale revue (New 
Acts). An all-around sound dance 
flash that sent the show spinning 
down the fairway. 

Deucing, Al Nord and Jeanne. 
Kept the ball in air successfully 
with 12 minutes of novelty, comedy- 
tinged routine. Nord, a 300-pound- 
er, dressed a la college frosh, and 
the vis-a-vis, a midget, contrast 
sharply for humor values. Their 
patter a bit drugged by age, but 
Nord’s dexterous banjo fingering 
landed, and Jeanne’s snappy s. and 
d. at close ‘offed’ them strongly. 

Joe and Pete Michon, No. 3, in 
gobs togs. Created quite a few side 
laffs when their initial gag proved 
identical with one Nord and Jeanne 
had sprung. Boys, on 9 mins., 
whammed across their familiar 
knockabout and hoke acro stuff and 
built the show right into the next- 
to-shut entrance of Sid Gary. 
This warbler, using accompanist 
at piano, has bit of ether renown 
hereabouts. Strengthened the im- 
presh he created last appearance at 
this house a year ago. Piped a pop 
pot-pourri for a starter and had the 
mob for keeps. Then reeled off a 
galaxy of standard imitations of w.k. 
etherites, Singin’ Sam, Downey, 
Tibbett and Harry Richman. Drew 
a salvo, but might have scored a 
heightened effect with straight 
warbling. Audiences hereabouts 
have been rather overdosed with 
radio name take-offs, and, unless 
threaded with satiric vein, such 
fare has begun to breed ennui. The 
mob reveled in Gary’s own style. He 
tore ’em wide open with his get- 
away, Billy Hill’s new ditty, ‘Wagon 
Wheels.’

Revealing of the iron hand be- 
neath the velvet glove of friendli- 
ness extended by Deputy Commis- 
sioner Thos.

ing. 

State position is that agents and 
not their clients are to be regulated 
and clients’ only logical interests 
should be if any point in the final 
document specifically would work to 
injure clients. 


Expected fireworks failed to de- 
velop from either side at the huddle, 
with discussion confined to wording 
of first three clauses, after Barker 
and Lowy opened the session by 
pointing out whole thing was a 
courtesy move on the state’s part 
to accord all agencies a fair chance 
to agree on regulation.

Agents’ Meeting 
Hollywood, March 12. 

Austin Sherman, chairman of the 
attorneys’ committee representing 
agents opposed to majority of the 
phases of the State Labor Board 
rules and regulations, is holding a 
meeting today (Monday) with Mar- 
tin Gang and Ralph Blum of the 
committee to work out procedure 
for the group. 

Trio are vested with the respon- 
sibility of embodying the ideas and 
objections of the other 18 represen- 
tative attorneys into a rewrite of 
a tentative draft submitted by 
Deputy Commissioners Thomas 
Barker and Charles Lowy in an at- 
tempt to strike a compromise be- 
tween the state’s determination to 
regulate and the agents’ insistence 
on protection. 

Principal object of attack in the 
state labor draft is the clause forc- 
ing agents to include in all their 
contracts that ‘no court action shall 
be instituted or maintained by either 
party to a contract except on the 
award or decision of the Labor Com- 
mittee, unless the commissioner 
shall decline to hear or determine 
the questions in dispute and that 
determination by the commissioner 
shall be final and binding on all 
parties, but subject to review, as 
provided by law.’ 

Agents claim the wording of this 
clause is a springboard for defense 
attorneys to attack the good faith 


of agents. Agents also claim no 
law should be set up that would 
vitiate fundamental rights to trial 


by jury.

An Annoyance 


Some recent press books have hit 
on the idea of an endless chain of 
telephone calls. Acquaintances of 
house employees are called and told 
of the coming picture and urged to 
relay the message to five other 
friends, who in turn will telephone 
five others and make the same re- 
quest. Some people are just foolish 
enough to do so where the phone 
service is not on a per call basis, 
and in spite of broken links in the 
chain the stunt develops into a first- 
class nuisance, with the phone ser- 
vice pretty well tied up and the 
officials distracted. 

It sounds like an attractive stunt, 
but no one knows who has already 
been called up, and the receipt of 
the same call five or six times is 
likely to irritate. Even the single 
call from the theatre idea has been 
largely dropped because the results 
are negative. 

Home office publicity, under the 
necessity of turning out a given 
number of stunts on each picture, 
grasps blindly at ideas, but that 
does not mean that all the gags will 
make business just because they 
are in a press book. 


Tricking It Up 


Plenty of managers got good re- 
turns on ‘Little Women’ through a 
special party for children, but one 
outstander staged his affair for real 
little women. All week he offered 
free admission to all who were over 
21 years old and under five feet in 
height. He had a bar set up in the 
lobby at the proper height, and no 
fair stooping. Only cost a few ad- 
missions and i.eld plenty, of interest. 

For ‘Solitaire Man’ the same 
hustler cffered a ducat for all who 
could score above 25 in a game of 
Canfield. Not many claimed tickets, 
but it was a constant lobby bally- 
hoo. No connection with the pic- 
ture, but ~lenty of hook-up to the 
boxoffice. 

Trick ..u.t often gets more than 
the elaborately planned campaign. 
It makes people go out and talk. 
Comparatively ~mall percentages of 
th. population see any special per- 
ambulator, unless it is kept out for 
several days, but a trick stunt will 
be talked about. People seldom

Sand Painting 

Paramount offers a number of 
smart suggestions on stunts for 
‘No More Women,’ but in its sand 
sign it overlooks a good angle. 
Merely suggests that clean sand be 
packed in a shallow box with the 
lettering done with a stick, making 
furrows in the .and. 

It would be a better stunt to use 
colored sand and make the lettering 
with this, similar to the Zuni sand 
paintings. Most sand cannot be 
dyed, but it can be coated with thin 
colored gelatin and then crushed to 
individual graing after the mass 
has dried. The color 4 sand should 
be placed in a box and shaken to 
prevent as far as possible the forma- 
tion of a solid mass. 

Probably it would be easier to 
powcer and sift a brick for the red, 
slate for green and blue. It should 
be placed in a cone with a small 
hole in the bottom and worked like 
a pastry decorator. Might be even 
better to make up a stiff plaster of 
paris, with tints, and-use this in a 
force gun. 

If the aquarium stunt with toy 
divers is used, set the sand with 
varnish and also varnish the letter- 
pond ay be set into the bottom of the 

ank.

never be too far away from normal. 

Theatres cannot open their doors 
so early in the morning that on the 
final show the audience will be 
turned out at 10 p.m. As a result 
of this, and taking into considera- 
tion the number of shows to be 
done, opening hours now differ as 
much as 45 minutes or more, but in 
order not to upset the regular oper- 


ating hours too much shows are 
frequently being cut. 
Feature attractions, or stage 


shows where played, figure impor- 
tantly in the variation of schedules. 
Where a picture looks big the actual 
operating time is often above nor- 
mal despite added costs on the over- 
time due to NRA provisions. In 
such cases, however, with an extra 
show possibly thrown in, overtime 
is often held down by elimination _ 
of shorts, organ specialties or some- 
thing else in the program. This 
also is done sometimes with weak 
features in an effort to get better 
turnover and a chance to come out 
on the engagement by a greater 
number of performances than usual, 
Different days also act as a guide 
to the men who watch the schedules 
and make them up. On Mondays 
and Tuesdays a house may keep its 
running time down, but allow more 
on better days, such as Wednesdays, 





Thursdays and Fridays. For Satur- 
days, Sundays and holidays an ex- 
tra show is usually added anyway. 

The main concern is figuring a 
schedule so that the wage mini- 
mums and hourly maximums of the 
code are not violated and dangerous 
overtime is not incurred.

the law. 

An ordinance now pending before 
city council would ban nudist pix 
from local screening, and would also 
hold a heavy club over screen prod- 
uct that contained offensive, lewd 
and indecent lines or situations. 
The local forces are also insistent 
that any degree of smut must have 
no place in stage entertainment of- 
fere . for local consumption.

DROPPING LAXATIVES 


In decrying radio’s tendency to 
assume the aspects of a glorified 
medicine show the critical elements 
within. the trade are pointing to 
NBc’s list of clients as supporting 
evidence for their contention. For 
the first time in the history of the 
web the drug and cosmetic manu- 
facturers top the NBC roll of ac- 
eounts in both number and per- 
centage. Compared to a year ago 
the percentage of drug and cosmetic 
business is almost double. 

Of the 134 advertisers on the NBC 
books as of March 1 this year 28.3% 
are of the drug and cosmetic cate- 
gory. For the parallel date in 1933 
NBC had 104 clients and of these 
19° were allied with the medicine 
and beauty article class, while the 
food distributors rated 40%. This 
year the packers of eatables repre- 
sent 27.6% of the total. 

In numbers the drug and cosmetic 
companies last year tallied 20. This 
year the classification accounts for 
38 firms. Among the foods the drop- 
off was from 42 to the current align- 
ment of 38 accounts. 

That the networks themselves 
have become aware of the medicine 
show flavor is evidenced, aver these 
critical elements, by recent publicity 
releases. Announcements have been 
to the effect that with the expiration 
of their current contracts certain 
types of drug accounts, notably 
laxatives, would be dropped from 
the network books. 

Broadcasting in general runs hot 
and cold on patent medicines 
and cosmetics making therapeutic 
claims. It varies a good deal ac- 
cording to the degree of prosperity 
enjoyed at the moment, If business 
falls off there isn’t so much tend- 
ency tO question the medicine pro- 
grams.

These have 
been bearing the heavy burden of 
the indie pre... service since March 
1, which is reported operating at 
present under an overhead of more 
than $3,500 weekly with only small 
revenue at this time. 
Purpose of the meeting was to 
sell this press service to other sta- 
tions throughout the country, 
though nothing solid was accom- 
plished other than informing the 
station men what sort of service 
they would get. Expected that the 
service will deliver to customer sta- 
tions four dispatches daily, suffi- 
cient news to make up four 15- 
minute broadcasts each day. Be- 
sides the service promises to flash 
all outstanding spot news to sta- 
tions between these four periods. 
The stations are understood in 
the dark as to how much this serv- 
ice would cost and neither Hub- 
bard nor Earl could state just what 
the charges would be. Charges may 
vary from $75 to $200 weekly, de- 
pending upon the power of the sta- 
tion and the local population. The 
news bureau will not allot exclusive 
service to any one station in any 
community but will deliver to as 
many station: as will pay for the 
privilege. 





Washington, March 12. 


Survivors of Columbia News Sys- 
tem’s collapse here have banded to- 
gether to start commercial news 
service for radio stations. Eight 
stations lined up during first five 
days of operation and half-dozen 
prospects in view. 

Idea started as result of in- 
quiries by WBEN, Buffalo Evening 
News station, about possibilities of 
obtaining more Federal stuff 
through its own bureau here. Orig- 
inal plan was to confine service to 
newspaper-owned transmitters, but 
other stations showed interest and 
restriction was abandoned, 

Covering only news in Federal 
and Congressional circles, service 
supplies frequent 30-word bulletins, 
designed to provide sufficient matter 
for three - times - daily broadcasts. 
Stations pay wire tolls, with fee for 
service being based on population 
of cities in which stations are }o- 
cated. 

While not admitted to the Capitol 
press galleries or to White House 
press conferences, lezgmen have ade- 
quate contacts with insiders in such 
circles to make certain of dope on 
latest developments. Application 
for admission to Congressional gal- 
leries is planned after service is

Paul) and KFI and KNX (of Los 
Angeles), is expanding into a na- 
tion-wide, news-selling service, ac- 
cording to Stanley E. Hubbard, v.p. 
and gen. mgr. of KSTP. 


Correspondents are all trained ex- 
newspapermen who are paid air 
‘space rates,’ based on the size and 
importance of the stories, as and 
when they are used. Like a news- 
paper or mag space-writer, the 
ether-sleuth gets paid by the air 
‘column.’ Station stands wire 
charges, whether yarn is used or 
not, 


In a talk to KSTP Hsteners in- 
augurating the news service, Mr. 
Hubbard said, in part: ‘The broad- 
casting of news by radio stations 
is a development that has resulted 
from public demand. Here, as in 
every other part of the country, lis- 
teners have come to expect radio to 
supply them not only with enter- 
tainment, but with the news of the 
day almost as soon as it happens. 
This has been a natural, but not a 
premeditated development, because 
radio is inherently the fastest 
means of communication.’ 

Alluding to the Publishers Na- 
tional Radio committee plan, Mr. 
Hubbard declared: ‘These periods 
will be Hmited to items that will 
already be many hours old, or not 
news at all... The object, of 
course, is to prevent the public from 
obtaining news until the slower 
medium, the newspaper, has had 
time to reach its subscribers.’

Show itself continues the current 
trend toward the ‘better things’ in 
radio, sweet music and operatics. 
Increasing number of sponsors are 
swerving away from comedy hoke 
to classical violins and coloratura 
sopranos, 

Despite the fact that the agency 
and client picked out a municipal 
symphony to sell the Grunow prod- 
ucts, both the backers and the sym- 
phony conductor saw to it that the 
concert didn’t get too classical. 
At a press luncheon in Chicago 
some weeks ago Ormandy stated 
that the trend of the public’s taste 
in music was to the topmost heights 
in classical music. 

Yet, in this first show, Ormandy’s 
selections were barely out of the 


semi-classical realm. There were 
Dvorak, Mendelsohn and Percy 
Grainger. Perhaps it was for this 


reason that the show lacked variety. 
color, zip and punch. 

All in all, a fine 30-minute inter- 
lude and excellent accompaniment 
to the evening bridge game. There 
is no doubt that the program will 
get its listeners. Better class music 
is scarce at 8:30 CST on Tuesdays, 
and those of the public who want 
straight-forward concert stuff wil 
get it here. But the show must be 
classified as a good-will and in- 
stitutional show rather than a direct 
selling program in its present setup. 

Thompson handles the commercial 
copy with a sure hand and proper 
emphasis, but the dialog sequence 
was out of place and incongruous 
in this type of program, It is too 
harsh a contrast to the symphonic 
strains. Ormany, in his own an- 
nouncements, added a_ pleasant 
touch to the show, his slight but 
noticeable accent being wholly suit- 
able to a symphony baton-waver. 

Grunow will get listeners in the 
income-brackets that are in a posi- 
tion to buy the products. That much 
is certain. ‘

Schenectady. 
Propaganda for personal and 
¢ommunity health is carried to

Weekly through the medium of 
sketches written, acted, and pro- 
duced by staff members of the New 
York State Department of Health. 
A ploneer in the use of radio to 
thake the public health-conscious, 








the Department sponsored talks 
over WGY for eight years; when 
this feature became repetitious, it 
shifted to skits, acted by the WGY 
Players. Economy forced Depart- 
ment to abandon the engagement 


of professional talent. After experi- 
menting with dialogued talks, it 
went back last August to the sketch 
idea, recruiting the cast from em- 
ployees. 

Thomas C. Stowell, newspaper- 
man and Little Theatre enthusiast, 
is producing and directing the pres- 
ent series, with assistance on the 
script from Burt A. Rickard, head 
of the Department’s Public Health 
Division, and others. Sketches, set 
in the Village of Utopia, with the 
Hunter Family as the usual back- 
ground for the action, deal with

Dr. Jones. They describe in non- 
technical language, various health 
problems and picture the many 
services rendered by the _ State 


Health Department. 

Sketches are both entertaining 
and _ instructive. Characters are 
lifelike, action is fairly smooth, and 
propaganda phase is not overdone. 
Best-drawn and acted part is that 
of Dr. Jones, portrayed by Dr. Paul 
S. Brooks, deputy commissioner. In 
Dr. Brooks’ hands, the physician- 
adviser-friend of all the villages 
becomes a most likable character, 
albeit it has one or two minor in- 
consistencies. For non-professional 
Dr. Brooks’ acting is surprisingly 
good, although the hearty chuckle is 
over-stressed at times. 

Other members of the cast play 
their parts fairly well; in some in- 
stances their voices are rather im- 
mature for the roles essayed. Stow- 
ell sometimes does a character bit, 
in addition to the announcing.

New York Musicians’ union is taking action against a band leader 
responsible for some of the ‘kickback’ allegations raised reccntly in 
union circles. Papers recommending his expulsion have been prepared 
for submission to the international board of the American Federation 


of Musicians for action. 

Trial board of the New York local has already found the leader guilty 
of working his men under scale. Band involved was employed in a 
Chinese spot on Broadway. 

After the New York union had adjusted wages and conditions in these 
Chinese restaurants so that the ‘kickback’ thing would be eliminated 
this leader undertook to pay off half of what he actually collected, 
with the explanation to his men that he had to take care of ‘somebody 
in the union.’ While on trial the bandman admitted that his story to the 
men in the band was a complete fabrication and that he retained the 
money for himself. 

















Jack Hylton, British bandsman, last week obtained permission from 
Justice Sheintag in New York Supreme court to reargue the motion for 
a temporary injunction against Mille Artists Bureau, Inc., and Irving 
Mills. Hylton wants Mills stayed from booking any of his acts in Eng- 
l..nd pending trial of Hylton’s damage suit. 

In asking for another hearing on the motion Hylton’s counsel made 
no mention of Tom Rockwell or the latter's acts, which the British 
maestro the week before also sought to restrain from doing business in 
England. Hylton claims that despite an exclusive booking contract he 
held with Mills the latter arranged to have the Foster agency handle Cab 
Calloway’s current London and Continental tour. 

For this Hylton wants $50,000 damages and a permanent injunction 
against Mills. 

If the phonograph recording companies are amenable to the idea the 
Music Publishers Protective Association will declare any film track 
dubbed from a commercial disk contraband and treat such synchroni- 
zations as violations of the copyright law. 

MPPA wants the major recorders, such as RCA-Victor, Columbia 
and Brunswick to include on the label of each disk a warning against 
the platter’s use for redubbing on picture sound tracks. With the 
recorder amenable to the MPPA idea the publishers’ organization would 
have easy sailing in the event it brings legal action. 

Name of the artist or act or band that did the recording would be 
named by the MPPA as the plaintiff in the action brought against the

Max Mayer Trial 





$1,250,000 Anti-Trust Suit Nearing End 
After Week of Testimony 





Trial of Max Mayer's $1,260,000 
anti-trust suit against the Music 
Dealers Service, Inc., and 34 mem- 
ber publishing firms yesterday 
(Monday) went into its second week 
before a jury in the New York 
Federal court with the plaintiff 
himself spending his third consecu- 
tive day on the stand. Airing of 
this action is looked upon by the 
music trade as of utmost impor- 
tance because in the event Mayer 
obtains a verdict his counsel will 
press a motion for the dissolution 
of the MDS. 

First -witness in the case, after 
the jury had been picked last Tues- 
day (6) morning was Maurice A. 
Richmond, Mayer's former partner 
and now genera) manager of the 
MDS. Richmond, cited to the stand 
by Mayer’s counsel, devoted the 
next two days to explaining how 
the distributing combine functions 
and also the basis upon which each 
of the member publishers were 
taken in. John G. Paine, chairman 
of the Music Publisher Protective 
Association, succeeded Richmond on 
the stand to tell who were the of- 
ficers of his organization and also 
to give the comparative ratings of 
certain publishers, such as Sam Fox 
and Feirt. 

Case threatened to go to a second 
mistrial Saturday when A. B. Gil- 
bert, trial counsel for the defen- 
dants, objected to some testimony 





given by Mayer. In the genera!

Century of Progress 
(ACADEMY, NEW YORK) 


First of the Chicago World's Fai: 
by-products to reach New York is 
@ revelation as an entertainment and 
in the business it was doing opening 
day at the RKO-booked Academy 
The Times Square gentry expected 
te see a turkey, but they were 
mightily surprised. They saw a 


turkey, sure enough, but a turk with 
the feathers of a peacock. 

Feather No. 1 is a production that 
would do credit to any of the units 
produced in the east. Feather No. 


8 is Faith Bacon, who shakes a 
nasty loin cloth and nothing else, 
because there’s nothing else to 
shake. Feather No. 3 is a sideshow 
of innoffensive freaks recruited 
mostly from the Ripley Odditorium. 


In their presentment of the 
freaks this unit’s producers excelled. 
Of the seven freak turns, only three 
could possibly be considered objec- 
tionable by anybody, and even these 
are conducted so deftly there’s nv 
chance of adverse reaction. Charles 
Romahan, German  dislocationist 
might make some people turn their 
beads away under ordinary cir- 
¢umstances, but he bends his bones 
in comedy fashion, while Emmett 
Lynn, the unit’s reserve comic, con- 
tinually fights for laughs, also. The 
method used with Romahan and the 
other people is to spread a comedy 
coating over the freaky surface, 
which tends to take the presentation 
@ut of the strictly freak class with- 
out loss of interest. Producers suc- 
eeeded admirably in this respect. 


Freak show is spotted on a full 
stage. Three moving platforms 
bring the freaks down to the apron 
one at atime.

Unit is an expert col- 
lation of wholly radio people from 
the NBC rolls, the acts and their 
talents being presented with as lit- 
tle cumbersome flash as possible 
and in fast rotation to make an un- 
usually attractive 55 minutes. 


There is no line. Marguerite and 
Leroy, whom McNamee intros as 
television stars of the future, a 
charming pair of ballroom dancers, 
are the only terpsichore people in 
the show. They appear twice, out- 
side of the finale number, scoring 
each time. 


Fact that there isn’t a line, among 
other angles may be that the NBC 
people are not figuring on any tour- 
ing for this unit outside of the 
metropolitan area of New York. 
This is illustrated by the fact that 
during the three weeks which the 
unit has been out the leading m. c. 
or announcer which NBC has as- 
signed to the unit, has been a dif- 
ferent personality each week. 


Undoubtedly a second drop or set- 
ting of a flash nature with a line 
of girls would enhance the unit's 
entertainment value, but if the trav- 
eling limitations exist, it’s clear why 
a line isn’t included. The shifting 
of m. c.’s should be done with more 
advance preparation.

Stripped of its rural costuming, 
the WLS Barn Dance unit emerges 
as an artfully balanced radio show. 
The exhibition square dancers, a 
single set of lads and lassies, are 
the only stagey note in an otherwise 
convincing collection of personali- 
ties and entertainment. The hill- 
billy performer is featured, but the 
more modern musical style of sev- 
eral harmony groups and solo in- 
strumental artists is blended nicely 
into the whole so that a passably 
entertaining revue to the car, if not 
the eye, has been the result. 

Type of entertainment offered by 
the WLS unit is essentially the 
same as that presented in previous 
popular radio revues here, with the 
advantage of better staging. Rube 
Tronson and his cowboy band pro- 
vide the background and the flash 
of color for the show. The Arkan- 
sas woodchopper, a_ personable 
mountain youth, acts as master of 
ceremonies to introduce the acts 
that enter and exit in traditional 
vaudeville style.

Metropolitan Gold Buyers 
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Loew Agents Forming Qwn Ass'n 
May Break Away from NATAR 


An organization of Loew agents 
jn opposition to the National Asso- 
ciation of Theatrical Artists’ Repre- 
gentatives will be attempted this 
week. A meeting for the purpose 
of mapping out details was sched- 
wled for last night (Monday). 

The 15 Loew agency franchise 
holders, several of whom are agi- 
tating for a separate association, 
propose to write their own ‘code of 
ethics.” They will also ask the sup- 
port of the Loew booking office. 

Whether the separate organiza- 
tior of Loew agents only will result 
jn a split of its members from the 
NATAR was not known, but’ re- 
ported as likely. This would cause 
considerable withdrawals among the 
NATAR membership, since the ma- 
jority of the 30 or more agents oper- 
ating under the 15 Loew franchises 
are NATAR eard holders. Of the 
franchised Loew offices only Wil- 
liam Morris and the Romm, Bestry, 
Meyers & Scheuing combine’ are 
outside the NATAR membership. 

The Loew agents haven't had an 
organization for about three years. 
The association, which disbanded, 
functioned for social purposes only. 
It is proposed that the new one shall 
include a board of arbitration. for 
settlement of disputes between 
Loew agents. 

At the mass meeting of the 
NATAR Thursday night (8) at the 
Astor hotel, the association’s con- 
stitution, by-laws and the two re- 
visions in its ‘code’ were appraved 
by the members present. Changes 
in the code consisted of letting 
down the bars on commission- 
splitting, and also the softening-up 
of the five-year apprenticeship rule 
and allowing all ex-bookers, pro- 
ducers and directors té ‘become’ 
agents without having first to work 
for an agent for five years. 


Moss Tells ’Em 

License Commissioner Paul Moss 
addressed the reps on the whys and 
wherefores of licensing agents, tell- 
ing them it was for their own good 
and that they were. going. to be 
licensed, regardless. The agents. did 
not offer any: alternatives though, 
voting their approval of the’ licéns- 
ing and, as Commissioner’Moss put: 
it, the higher plane upon which it 
will put their business. “ 

Yesterday (Monday) Moss stated 
all agents. handling their own acts, } 
regardless. of whether they are :as- 
sociated with another agent, would 
have to be licensed just like the 
heads of the offices. The only ones 
immune from the licensing, he said, 
are those who work for an agent 
¢n a salary basis and only handle 
Office acts. 

Commissioner Moss gave as an 
example.the William Morris : office 
with its numerous employees who 
handle only. the Morris acts and 
therefore do not need licenses: He 
also mentioned other agencies 
whose associates handle their own 
as well as their employer’s per- 
formers and therefore come within 
the province of the city ordinance 
affecting employment agencies. 

Inspectors, according to Moss, will 
be continuously in the theatrical 
district to check on who are ‘asso- 
ciates’ in the full sense of the word, 
and who are agents and should be 
licensed.

Warners is made but can’t figure whom to be most mad at over being 
excluded from the operation of the Ambassador, Missouri and Grand 
Central theatres in St. Louis. The bondholders committee has agreed | 
to turn over exclusive operation to a local business man, Allan Snyder, | 
and he has agreed for Fanchon & Marco to operate as soon as the deal | 
is approved. 

What irks the Warners is that it had made several bids for the prop- 
erties but apparently reneged because if the Skouras boys who were also 
bidding, acquired operation of the three theatres, they would, by agree- 
ment, turn over the exclusive operation of same to Warners. 

Deal whereby Snyder gets the houses with Fanchon & Marco to oper- 
ate excludes both the Skourases and Warners from occupying the three 
houses. Further rub is that the Skourases are reported to have entered 
bids through others. 

Curiously enough Fanchon & Marco didn’t enter any bid for the three 
theatres but was invited to operate through Snyder, the successful bid- 
der. Where the Warner rub comes in again is that the Skourases, in order 
to fix their agreement with Warners and acquire control of the three 
theatres for WB or themselves, later made a deal with Sam Koplar, St. 
Louis theatre man, on these houses. Koplar recently sued WB and the 
Warner people could no savvy his connection with the Skourases. Koplar 
later was going to bid against the Skourases anyway but withdrew.

John Noyal last week upheld the attitude of the NBC program depart- 
ment in the controversy which resulted in Rudy Valiee’s refusal to go 
through with his scheduled broadcast Tuesday nigh: (6) from the Holly- 
wood restaurant. Bandman burned when the announcer on the sus- 
taining pickup objected to the inclusion in the program of a restricted 
number from ‘Wonder Bar’. Royal declared that the announcer was 
justified in his position because permission for the use of the composi- 
tion, ‘Don’t Say Good Night’, had not been obtained from the American 
Society of Composers, Authors and Publishers. 

Vallee’s decision to do the song cam late Tuesday or after he had 
already submitted his program for that night to the NBC authorities. 
It was too late for Witmark, publishe> of the ‘Woader Bar’ score, to get 
an okay from ASCAP but from somebody in the NBC program depart- 
ment the firm learned that a note of permissicn on Witmark stationery 
could be turned in to the network instead. Letter was relayed as sug- 
gested but when the announcer assigned to the Hollywood restaurant 
pickup checked over his program with that of Vallee’s he found that 
they didn’t jibe. The restricted was not included on the announcer’s list. 

Vallee argued that either he be permitted to do ‘Don’t Say Good Night’ 
or the broadcast was out. The announcer retorted that he was obeying 
NBC rules and regulations, and the progra.a didn’t go on. 

Royal, commenting on the incident, averred that the personnel of his 
department has been instructed from time to time against clearing a 
restricted unless permission came from ASCAP and that under no cir- 
cumstances was an okay from the publisher or composer to be accepted 
as a substitute. 








When KSTP (St. Paul) promised its listeners that they would be 
the first to hear reports on the Edward G. Bremer kidnapping, if and 
when the wealthy St. Paul bank prez was found, many tabbed it as so 
much hooey. However, when Bremer was releasea, KSTP was first out 
with the full story. 

Staffed largely by ex-newspapermen, KSTP attributes its ability to 
carry out its promise not on any special privileges or ‘breaks’ but merely 
by dint of having the story covered air-tight from the beginning and 
letting no slips occur. 

When Bremer returned to his home, a KSTP man was on the ground 
with the scribblers, got the yarn simultaneously, then beat it back to the 
studio and told Bremer’s story, ad libing generously—hours before the 
yarn was rolled off the presses. 





Radio set manufacturers in 1933, states a release from CBS sales pro- 
motion division, disposed of 3,806,000 mach'nes or 45.3% more 
than the output for 1932. Altogether, the network figures, there were in 
January of this year 17,950,000 radio equipped homes. Value of the 3,- 
$06,000 sets is estimated at $130,800,000, retail. 

Same CBS tabulation shows that the total number of set sales going 
into homes already equipped were in 1933 65% greater than any year 





before. Last year the tube manufacturers sold 55,600,000 units of their 
product, with the retail value of these estimated at $56,600,000. 

In 1933 there were 724,000 auto sets sold as compared to the turnover 
of 143,000 for 1932. Midget sales tallied 2,226,000, while the console type 
found 856,000 buyers.

Salary Publicity

credited with raising salaries all 
around, winning no little publicity, 
It now turns out that most of the 
company were given $10 more than 
contracted for, the bulk of the cast 
receiving $50 to $75 weekly. Had 
they accepted the 30% cut most of 
the players would approximate the 
code minimum of $40 weekly. 


Total cast salaries for ‘Sailor’ are 
quoted at less than $2,200, includ- 
ing the stage manager. Two leads 
are getting $200 each. They are Au- 
drey Christie and Bruce McFarlane, 
Two others among the company of 
22 are reported receiving between 
$100 and $150. 

The actors based their protest on 
the fact that ‘Sailor’ has reaped ab- 
normal profits and because the gross 
dropped under $10,000 one week 
they saw no reason why they should 
be asked to take it on the chin to 
the extent of cut asked. Manage- 
ment claimed the show lost money. 
That the actors refused to believe. 
Their proposition to accept the orig- 
inal figures stipulated that it went 
only should the gross drop to $6,500, 
They figured the show could break 
even at that figure. 

Trouble in Chi 


An attempt was made to round up 
the Chicago company when the New 
York actors handed in'the mass noe 
tice. Management found further 
difficulty there, too, several players 
refusing point blank to accept the 
jobs, it was stated. They declared 
they had not been treated fairly 
during the Chicago engagement, 
most of them being forced to accept 
$40 for the final three weeks of the 
engagement, they claimed. The re- 
volt at the Lyceum followed notices 
being handed Paul Huber, Josephine 
Evans and Rodney Maybee. Claimed 
by the cast that they have the sym- 
pathy of the stage hands.

Show has approximated a profit 
in excess of $150,000 according to 
estimates. Picture rights alone 
were sold for $75,500. Originally the 
deal with Paramount called for @ 
sliding scale up to that figure, but 
when ‘Sailor’ was established as an 
unquestioned smash the deal was 
consummated and the full amount 
paid Burr. 

Monday (12) the actors huddled 
with Harris and the authors, Play- 
ers agreed to take original salaries 
if the gross drops to $8,000 or less.

Drunkard,’ a melodrama first staged 
in 1843 by P. T. Barnum. The for- 
mer house of worship has been re- 
named the American Music Hall 
and is being operated by the Fifty- 
fifth Street Croup, Inc. 

Only one price for seats in the 
house, and that’s $1.50 per chair at 
tables seating four each. Besides 
the show and entracte entertain- 
ment, the admish includes free 
beer, sandwiches, coffee and pretzels. 

Harry Bannister is directing the 
enterprise, but denies financial in- 
terest in the show or converted 
church, claiming his connection with 
the affair is simply that of lending 
a helping hand to the performing- 
owners. He added that nobody is 
on a salary basis except the singing 
‘waitress-usherettes. A brewery and 
a coffee house provide the suds and 
java free in returr for the olio and 
program advertising. 

A similar venture has been run- 
ning at the Theatre Mart, Los An- 
geles, for 33 consecutive weeks.

Stage hands’ union is figured to 
find itself in the hardest contest 
since its inception. Union's leaders 
declared more than once during the 
meetings of the Code Authority that 
they would not accept arbitration. 
Looks now like the stage hands will 
have no alternative but to adopt 
that method of adjusting differ- 
ences, despite the fact that the NRA 
appears to favor labor. That goes 
for the musicians’ union and the 
transfermen’s union, also latter, 
however, not being in the code 
circle, 

Whether the stage unions have 
prepared themselves to combat the 
arbitration move is not known, but 
that the present development was to 
be expected ultimately may be 
culled from the code as originally 
adopted. That provision of the code 
Which is paragraph three of article 
three reads: 

‘There are a number of rules and 
regulations presently existing in re- 
spective or collective agreements 
between employers and their organ- 
ized employees. The employers and 
employees pledge themselves. to 
work for a readjustment of any and 
all conditions or rules or regulations 
which prove either to result in pro- 
hibitive production costs or in any 
loss in employment among all the 
employees of the ‘ployers.’

There are cardinal 
differences such as double stage 
crews and fixing the number of men 
to work a show, whether less can 
effectively operate it or not. One 
insistent union rule requires one to 
three men to be under wage for the 
lighting of the stage for minor ree 
hearsals or the moving of a single 
piece of furniture and has irked the 
managers as much as any ‘working 
condition.’ 

Managers have claimed for years 
that added expense such as exacted 
by the stage hands has discouraged 
production, and therefore defeated

3ut Friml is generous 
and it is probably fortunate he has 
given the star so much to sing. As 
it stands, after the first night’s per- 
formance only, with repairs yet to 
be made, and the orch’s contribution 
still to be smoothed out, sh w 
seems to be of and by Jeritza. 

This is the work which has had 
frequent title changes. On the pro- 
duction end the Shuberts have been 
lavish; the sets are grand, and cos- 
tuming superb. There's plenty of 
splas; and color. Looks like a suc- 
cess if and when the necessary at- 
tention is given here and there; a 
tremendous success with Jeritza. 
Others are rather swamped vocal- 
ly, but Allane Jones, romantic tenor, 
comes through quite well with his 
assignments. Next to the star, Paul 
Haakon gets the most applause for 
his dancing. 

Should be remembered that show 
was put through in jig time as to 
rehearsals, and hence its first night 
could not be expected to develop al!

small chance of survival in the 
American commercial theatre. In 
the first place, it is not top-notch 
drama and in the second place the 
native appeal, which did big things 
for the play in its own Russia, is 
lacking here. While the Russian 
audience naturally would respond to 
this mirroring of their own lives on 
the boards of the Moscow Art The- 
atre, to the American playgoer it's. 
just another night at the theatre— 
and not a particularly exciting one 
at that. Final curtain brought an 
ovation from an almost exclusively 
Yale audience. but it was more a 
personal compliment to Miss Yurka 
than approval of the play as such. 

Story is that the Dramat had to 
battle with several Broadway pro- 
ducers and film interests in order to 
land the American premiere of ‘Tur- 
bin.’ As a means of providing action 
for the large personnel of the 
Dramat, the play served a purpose 
here, but no metropolitan producers 
(and there were several in the open- 
ing night audience) need to shed 
tears at having mfssed anything. 
As to the film interests, the produc- 
tion might possibly be worked up 
into something from the historical 
angle. 

Play revolves around the affairs 
of Elena Turbin and her family 
during the days of the Revolution 
and ends as Red troops arrive to 
establish the new Soviet govern- 
ment. Set in Kiev, capital of the

flees to Berlin alone, Elena is left 
to fight off the attentions of a lover, 
Ad.,utant Shervinsky, also serving 
under the Hetman. 

Meanwhile, an uprising among 
ithe Ukranian peasants led by 
Peiliura, culminates in an advance 
upon Kiev to overthrow the Het- 
man, who escapes to Berlin. Sher- 
vinsky then hides in the home of 
Elena as Petliura’s men take the 
city in a struggle in which Elena's 





older brother is killed and the 
younger brother wounded. Final 
scene, which contains the only 





warmth of the play, snows the Tur- 
bin household two months later. 
The Bolsheviks have come down 
from the north and have routed 
Petliura. Elena, sensing her hus- 
band will never return, decides tu 
diverce him and marry Shervinsky 
and play ends as the group turns 
to face whatever the new Soviet 
regime may bring them. 

From a Dramat standpoint, pro- 
duction was a success. It offered 
an opportunity for the members to 
indulge in theatrical contacts from 
the technical as well as the acting 
angle. Settings were well done, a 
high school scene rating a good 
hand, costumes and lights were 
satisfactorily handled, and the act- 
ing of the large cast, on the whole, 
compared favorably with many pro- 
fessional groups. Directed by Hal- 
sted Welles, who did very well with 
a pretty ambitious undertaking. 
Whether Miss Yurka accepted her 
role merely as a recreational inter- 
lude or definitely with the thought 
of following it up in a _ possible 
broadway production of the play is 
a question. Whatever the reason, 
as the first professional actress ever 
to play this theatre with the 
Dramat, the ‘Lady from the Sea’ 
found little to tax her acting abili- 
ties. It was pretty light timber for 
her, despite the fact that it’s the 
only female role in a cast of some 
seventy people. 

Eugene Lyons, who served as 
chief of the United Press bureau at 
Moscow, translated the play. Just 
why the dialog was in English but 
the songs (which, incidentally, were 
well sung by the cast) remained in 
Russian was hard to understand, 
but there may have been a reason. 
Regarding the play itself, the lack 
of appeal apparently lies in the 
original of Bulgakov as Lyons seems 
to have invested the translation 
with all that could be expected 
of it. Bone.

This presentation is described by) 
its sponsor as a history and in per- 
formance ‘Yellow Jack’ is the en- 
actment of persistent investigation 
by medical scientists which led to 
the virtual eradication of yellow 
fever. Perhaps it is necessarily dry 
from a layman’s view-point and is 
doubtful of attracting more than 
average attendance over a limited 
period. 

‘Yellow Jack’ is strikingly pro- 
duced with a name cast entirely 
male save for one unimportant ex- 
ception. Though a full-length play 
it is given continuously, lights out 
frequently to denote the change in 
sequence, and take off or bring on 
different characters. Same scene 
throughout, a circular forum atop 
which is the laboratory of the ex- 
perimenters, steps leading down to 
the stage proper on either side. Ac- 
tion shifts to various parts of the 
set each denoting a different loca- 
tion. 


Principal locale is Cuba in 1900 
with the U.S. Army of occupation 
supplying the identities, while most 
of the leads are members of the 
American Yellow Fever Commis- 
sion. Other localities such as West 
Africa and London are denoted by 
characters spot-lighted from above, 
those medical men giving monolo- 
gistic speeches relevant to the topic. 
Names of noted physicians who 
participated in or opposed the com- 
mission's labors and who have died 
are programed characters, the au- 
thor substituting over names of liv- 
ing participants. 

Story indicates that but for the 
Spanish-American -war the discov- 
ery of the origin of yellow jack 
might have been long delayed. That 
the. problem was solved meant that 
the Panama Canal could be dug. 
Men died like flies in the zone until 
Major Gorgas eliminated mosquitos 
and then work progressed rapidly. 

Major Gorgas was one of. the 
doubters of the theory that mosqui- 
tos were the incubators and car- 
riers of the yellow fever germ. Ma- 
jor Walter Reed headed the Com- 
mission which proved that was 
true. But it was no easy discov- 
ery, being fraught with danger and 
opposition. It was he who decided 
that the only way the theory could 
be proven was to experiment on 
human beings. Two of his assist- 
ants permitted the suspected specie 
of mosquitos to bite them. One 
died, the other recovered. 

With the assent of Governor Gén- 
eral Leonard Wood (not a charac- 
ter) privates were offered $300 to 
submit themselves for the experi- 
ment... Two men were inoculated, 
while two others occupied the ‘dirty 
house’ equipped with blankets and 
such from victims of the disease 
That experiment, conducted with 


flashes of humor, was the convincer.. 


The men in the dirty house did not 
contract the disease proving it was 
not contagious. The men who per- 
mitted themselves to be bitten did 
get the fever but recovered. 

There are a number of perform- 
ances so natural that they would 
seem to be the actual participants 
in the great discovery; John Mil- 
tern as Major Dr. Walter Reed, 
Robert Keith as Dr. Lazear, Edu- 
ardo Ciannelli as Dr. Agramonte, 
Barton MacLane as Dr...

union — stage “ands, musicians, 
Equity and scenic artists. Equity 
uses arbitration, but is neutral in 
the stage hand situation. Musicians 
work somewhat differently from the 
stage hands, but would vote with 
them, as would the scenic artists. 
With such a deadlock existing, 
counting the managers, authors and 
the public representatives voting to- 
gether, the only solution appears to 
be an executive order from the 
White House. 

Classification of stock companies 
may not be so difficult to adjust. 
Equity will hold to its right to de- 
cide what is and what is not stock, 
but apparently will assent to the 
stage hands having the same right. 
That puts the manager in the 
middle. He can produce stock un- 
der Equity conditions, which call 
for lesser expenditures than for 
regular productions, but must have 
whatever size crew the stage hands 
stipulate. 

Equity was all steamed up over 
the conflict at first, but has quieted 
down and conceded divided opinion 
as to classification. However, that 
situation may flare up into an inter- 
union contest. Managers will prob- 
ably force the issue and clarify 
stock in the new code. 

Rules of the baggagemen were 
expected to be changed by the CA 
and the Theatre League. Nothing 
has happened to date. Most com- 
plained of regulation in this branch 
forces a show to be placed on trucks 
and “hauled around the -block, al- 
though moving next door or to a 
theatre across the street.

This makes the author’s third 
play, but won't appeal in anything 
like the way ‘Journey’s End’ did. 
Many will compare it with ‘Shep- 
pey,’ Somerset Maugham’s last 
piece, because of the similarity in 
the basic idea—the effect on a hum- 
ble suburban household when riches 
fall upon them via a sweepstake. 

Tragedy in this instance is the 
pathetic attempt of the level-headed 
artisan to keep his feet on the 
ground, work in his regular em- 
ployment, and make his hilarious 
relatives realize it isn’t going to 
make any real difference. He didn’t 
buy the ticket, anyway, it being 
awarded as a consolation prize in a 
bowling competition, which a bout 
of lumbago deprived him from win- 
ning. His disappointment at failing 
to retain the cup he had won two 
years in succession is in no way 
dimmed through the $400,000 wind- 
fall, and his timid little wife is 
frightened to death of the harassing 
reporters and the hordes of curious 
sightseers who besiege the gate. 
Suicide of the wife’s brether in a 
drunken brainstorm provides the 
harrowing climax, with the world 
pointing the finger of scorn at the 
“happy” winner, for apparently let- 
ting his relatives starve while roll- 
ing in wealth. Boy had thrown up 
his job and refused to ask for its 
return, thinking he was going to 
sponge on his brother-in-law for the 
rest of his life. Older man’s deter- 
mination that his family, as well as 
himself, go on working is the main 
point the author seems to stress. 
Some splendid character studies 
and fine production make an inter- 
esting evening’s amusement, but the 
story comes about four years too 
late. Sweepstake enthusiasm is dy- 
ing down in England, which leaves 
the impression the subject is stale.

Patman Covers Plans 


Washington, March 12. 

Regarding the Patman bill, up to 
the end of the week the Texas Con- 
gressman had given no intimation 
of his plans for the hearing. With 
the Interstate Commerce Commit- 
tee saying it had no appearances 
listed, Patman on Friday (9) de- 
clined to tip his hand. Too busy to 
talk, he said. 

Neither has Allied States hinted 
about its intentions, though it is 
generally expected Abram F. Myers 
will be one of Patman’s star wit- 
nesses along with William P. Short, 
Canon Chase and possibly Dr. A. 
Lawrence Lowell. Motion Picture 
Reform Council will be present in 
great numbers according to report. 
Divisional Administrator Sol Ro- 
senblatt said that despite NRA’s 
prior stand on matter of clean-up- 
by-statute, he won't testify unless 
requested by either the committee 
or the antis and advocates. ‘If they 
ask ne, I'll testify,’ Rosy said. 
Committee probably will ask for 
NRA _ reaction, particularly since 
NRA rejected appeals of reformers 
for stringent code provisions deal- 
ing with morality.

Book Reviews 





Life in Rot 

Smith & Haas are putting heavy 
pressure back of ‘Come in at the 
Door,’ pointing out in ads that it 
ought to get the Pulitzer Prize. It 
may help sell the book, whether it 
gets the prize or not. 

‘Door’ was written by William K. 
March. It’s a strong book with a 


great deal of merit, although it isn’t 
going to be liked universally, being 
a restless, unhappy tome about rest- 
less, unhappy people. Probably will 
be compared to Caldwell and Faulk- 
ner, although it belongs in a cate- 
gory of its own. 

Story that March tells is a highly 
tragic one, although it bears the 
stamp of authenticity. It’s about 
the early life of a young man 
brought up under gruelling condi- 
tions in the South. His father, a 
weak, silent and morose man, takes 
up life with a colored servant fol- 
lowing the death of the _ boy’s 
mother. The lad tells a lie at the 
age of eight which leads to a man 
being hanged for murder. His uncle 
is insanely in love with an immoral 
woman, that love leading him to 
death from a disease. Through all 
this the hyper-sensitive boy wanders 
and grows. Not pleasant, any of it, 
but an authentic bit of Americana, 





Unpleasant Family 

Beatrice Lubitz, who was secre- 
tary to Theodore Dreiser for a couple 
of years, has @aught something of his 
flair for realism without gaining his 
courage to stick to it to the finish. 
In her ‘Strangers at the Feast’ 
(Julian Messner, $2) she draws a 
sharply cut picture of a heroine 
fighting her in-laws, but at the fin- 
ish she weakens and spoils the last 
two pages by having the heroine 
weakly go back to her discarded 
husband—and the in-laws—for no 
better reason than that she loves 
him in spite of the fact that all 
through the story he has weakly de~ 
fended his sisters. It is not con- 
vincing. 

Walter Riley (of the beauty par- 
lor chain) marries Helen Schiller, @ 
manicurst in one of his shops. 
Though it was he who ran one small 
shop into the chain, he is obsessed 
with the idea that his three sisters 
are really responsible for his success. 
When it comes to a choice between 
Helen and the Riley trio, she is in- 
variably the vanquished. They are 
a thoroughly unpleasant trio—self- 
ish, narrow and without background. 
Miss Lubitz manages to make them 
irritatingly interesting. At the close 
she intimates that Helen has 
achieved the victory over her sis- 
ters-in-law, but the average reader 
will know better. Still, it’s good 
reading and a fine book to give your 
mother-in-law. 

Wrong Slant 

In ‘The Eyes of the Movie’ (Inter- 
national. 25c), the late Harry Alan 
Potamkin takes another stiff legged 
canter on his hobby. As usual he 
finds little, or nothing, to praise 
and much to condemn in the me- 
dium: he finds both fascinating and 
abhorrent. 

He reprehends the manner in 
which the Negro character is de- 
based in film; objects to the treat- 
ment accorded the Jews; weeps over 
the insidious propaganda in war 
films, and generally finds offense 
where none is either given or in- 
tended. 

As an example he speaks of the 
Negro comedies produced before the 
war by Sigmund Lubin in Philadel- 
phia, in which they are all shown 
as ‘indolent idiots.’ These pictures 
were made by the Lubin Jackson- 
ville unit, there were only three 
or four with an all-Negro cast, 
and the scripts were carefully 
framed to avoid offense to the Negro 
clientele, 

His diatribe will interest only 
those who wish to discover insidi- 
ous propaganda in what is merely 
run-of-studio production. 





Linklater’s Latest 
‘Magnus Merriman’ by Eric Link- 
later is a best seller in London cure 
rently. Published here (Farrar & 
Rinehart; $2.50) it won’t get much 
of a stir, except from an adverse 
standpoint. : 

Interesting only because of the 
difference of writing by Americans 
and Britishers. It’s a comedy along 
satiric lines, so British that, with 
one exception, it won’t get a laugh 
from the average American. The 
one laugh comes when Linklater 
has an American talking. The Enge- 
lish that Americans use, as Link- 
later records it, is really funny. Es- 
pecially when he has a hardboiled 
Chicago girl saying she’s going to

Rules and Regulations 


Rules cover salary and bus ex- 
pense agreement.

Morality of 
presentation, absence of vulgarity 
necessary under agreement. Num- 
ber of shows per day, and number 
of minutes acts are to play at each 
show and similar essential under- 
standings shall all be set forth on 
players’ contract with the Bureau. 


Qualifications

The salaries of actors, musicians, 
stage hands, unit managers, etce., it 
is respectfully suggested, should be 
not less than the minimum as pro- 
vided for in the Codes empracing 
these respective departments, but in 
no case should the actors’ salary be 
less than that of the highest paid 
members of the various units or 
any other employee engaged in any 
eapacity in this movement. 

Territory 

Emanating from New York City 
as the fountain-head, and extending 
over as many states as the amount 
of money appropriated will permit. 

Routing 

Acts shall be routed so as to keep 
travel expense at the lowest possible 
minimum, 

Fares 

Bus travel will be used wherever 
possible. Special rates can be se- 
cured from all bus companies. 

Tickets 

All units would travel with a unit 
manager. The manager would re- 
ceive a duly signed order from the 
bureau for the tickets needed. Upon 
presentation of this order at-. bus 
office, he would secure tickets,: and. 
sign for them. ; 

Payments & i 

Bus company weuld render all 

bills for unit transportation to the

bureau. Bills would have to be ac- 
companied by duplicate of Unit 
Manager’s signature. Bill would be 
O.K.’d by Route Manager, then sub- 
mitted for Supervisor’s O.K., after 
which it would be forwarded to the 
Administrator for payment. No 
moneys outside of a petty cash ac- 
count sufficient to take care of office 
incidentals and emergency needs 
would be handled by the bureau, 


Unit Managers 


After a Unit is assembled, it is 
placed in charge of a Unit Manager, 
whose duties will include:—Trans- 
portation arrangements, responsi- 
bility for acts arriving at destina- 
tion on time, responsibility for de- 
portment and discipline of acts, 
strict censorship of material in 
presentation, responsibility for all 
arrangements necessary at point 
where show is to be _ presented, 
sending in of daily reports in ac- 
cordance with instructions from the 
bureau. 


Units 
Units, including acts, musicians 
and manager should contain an 


average number of 12 players, three 
musicians, one unit manager. 
Expense 
For example, in greater New 
York, 16 people at a daily wage of 
$6.66% per person would keep the 
salary expense of each Unit at $107 
per day. Allowing a maximum aver- 
age fare of 25c daily for each mem- 
ber of the unit would keep the total 
expense at $111 or less. 
Extras 


Any expense other than transpor- 
tation and salary would not be al- 
lowed. Hiring of pianos or_inci- 
dental props would have to be taken 
care of by the institution where the 
show was to be given, except in 
such cases where prices of admis- 
sion were being charged and the 
bureau was to receive this money. 


How Acts Will Be Chosen 


The supervisor, together with one 
or more of his assistants will re- 
view all acts. Reviews shall take 
place at some such theatre as the 
Hippodrome—preferably the Hippo- 
drome _ itself—which is centrally 
located and may be had cheaply. 
Acts shall be judged upon:—Ability, 
cntertainment Value, Simplicity of! 
presentation, Wardrobe, Moral ac- 
ceptability. 

The supervisors shall assemble in 
the auditorium of the theatre each 
morning at 9 o’clock for the purpose 
of reviewing the material of all 
vaudeville offerings and of all spe- 
cialty artists applying for ‘work, and 
the merit of each attraction. shall 
be carefully listed for the purpose 
ef ascertaining how each attraction 
shall be placed on the respective 
programs. This method of review- 
ing shall continue each morning un- 
til 12:30 p.m. 

Where an act, by reason of pov- 
erty, is unable to ‘dress’ his, or her 
show presentably, outside aid from 
one or other of actors’ charities will 
be sought, or from an individual or 
group of individuals now earning 
big salaries in the profession. 

It is quite possible, should this 
movement be gotten under way, that 
many public spirited citizens will 
lend their aid and support in nu- 
merous ways if called upon to do so. 

Where Acts Will Show 


Units will be sent to city, county 
and state hospitals, orphan asylums, 
homes for thé aged; institutions for 
the blind; army hospitals; institu- 
tions of correction; settlement 
houses; schools;. society halls, thea- 
tres, public parks, ete. 

For park engagements wherever 
permanent band stands are avail- 
able, they will be used as the stage. 
Otherwise portable platforms may 
be assembled for this purpose. 

In connection with park engage- 
ments, additional to the regular 
units, a program of outdoor circus, 
fairs, carnival and wild west at- 
traction, shall be presented. 

If and when the units play for 
admission prices, moneys so obtained 
shall be turned over to the Admin- 
istrator, tc be added to the fund 
originally set apart for this work, 
to help perpetuate it. 

Number of Places Available 

A countless number, dependent 
upon the amount’ of appropriation. 

The Hippodrome would serve the 
double purpose of acting as proving 
ground for acts registering with the 
3ureau for work and as a try-out 
house for acts to show to theatrical 
booking agents and managers who 
might be on the lookout for acts 
for their own houses or circuits. 


Furthermore, if a theatre could 
be secured at a nominal rental, 
probably sufficient enough to cover 
operating expenses of owner, the 
Bureau could present shows there 
at popular prices, which would help 
both the players by providing work 
indefinitely and help the general 
public to enjoy good shows. The 
suggested prices would be 10c, 20c, 
and 35c for evening performances. 
Matinees: 10-15-25. 

These prices would govern gal- 
lery seats; balcony and orchestra 
seats, loges and boxes, respectively. 

To keep public interest alive and 
insure good: audiences at the Hip- 
podrome we could arrange for sur- 
prise acts at each show. For in- 
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stance—Eddie Cantor, Belle Baker, 
Paul Whiteman, Fannie Brice, 
George Jessel, Sophie Tucker, Fred 
Keating, Pat Rooney, Bill Gaxton, 
George Olsen, Ethel Shutta and 
others too numerous to mention 
would willingly lend their aid and 
ability to put the project over. 

Even at the low admission prices 
charged, such a show could be made 
self-sustaining and run indefinitely, 
thus providing work for many peo- 
ple. 

Policy at Hippodrome 

The presentation at the Hippo- 
drome would consist of eight vaude- 
ville acts. The shows would em- 
brace all types of indoor and out- 
door attractions. Shows would com- 
mence at 1 p.m. and continue until 
1l p.m. with a maximum of three 
performances daily—one matinee 
and two evening performances. 
Prices of admission to be as sug- 
gested in preceding paragraphs. All 
moneys so obtained shall revert to 
the mother. fund for the purpose of 
perpetuating the movement. If suf- 
ficient profits are realized, the 
movement may be extended to in- 
clude more theatres—this at the 
discretion of Administrator. Rates 
of wages paid at the Hippodrome 
for all employees other than actors 
would.of necessity be governed ac- 
cording to the minimum rates al- 
lowed by the local labor unions, but 
in no ease should the actors’ salary 
be less than that of the highest 
paid members of the various units 
or any other employees engaged in 
any capacity in this movement.
